REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT GENERAL 


My realization in giving the report to you this morning is that it is through 
the efficient efforts of the national officers, State leaders, national chairmen, 
and our many members that the National Society is truly a great entity. 

My stewardship during these past 3 years has been made fruitful through 
your cooperation in our undertakings; and your friendship and courtesies have 
made the way pleasant. 

It has been an inspiration to me to officially visit each of the 48 States during 
these 3 years, Some of them more than once, to meet members everywhere and 
personally see the activity and the interest that is displayed and the results 
accomplished. This has resulted in more than 87,000 miles of ‘travel for the 
business of the National Society. Our educational, patriotic, and historical 
programs flourish in all sections of the country, and the Society, through its 
magnificent overall program, contributes to the steadfastness of American ideals, 

My recent trip to 14 States started on February 11 and ended on April 1. 
It covered Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, South Dakota, North Dakota, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Illinois, District of Columbia, Michigan, Ohio, Kentucky, and 
Tennessee. 

It is with real appreciation and gratitude that I acknowledge to our members 
everywhere my thanks for their support in the building of the Allene Wilson 
Groves Cottage for Little Girls at Tamassee DAR School, Tamassee, 8.C. This 
modern cottage fills a real need, and those who contributed have given to an 
outstanding project. The cottage is now complete with six bedrooms and six 
baths for 24 little girls, a suite for the housemother, an attractive living room, 
and large study room. There is a playroom on the ground floor with an adjoin- 
ing bath and showers. Two storage rooms, also on the ground floor, can be 
made into additional bedrooms if needed. Further details will be found in the 
report of the chairman of the approved schools committee. The dedicatory 
ceremonies were held on Founders’ Day, October 26, 1958. This was a heart- 
warming experience. 

In January 1959, the national board ruled that any funds already or 
hereafter donated for the Groves Cottage for Little Girls at Tamassee be 
authorized to pay any bills, either presently unpaid or those which will be 
rendered in the future, for the completion of the construction and furnishing 
of the cottage; and that any funds donated and remaining unexpended after 
payment of all bills for the construction, furnishing, equipment, and land- 
scaping of this cottage be transferred to the Hdna Davis Starkey Crist en- 
dowment fund, the income therefrom to be devoted thereafter for the mainte- 
nance and upkeep of the cottage. 

I am especially proud of the acquisition for the National Society, Daughters 
of the American Revolution, of an outstanding collection of original letters, 
documents, and manuscripts representing the 74 great statesmen, politicians, 
lawyers, and businessmen who were appointed to attend the Constitutional 
Convention of 1787. The most important of the 96 pieces are Richard Henry 
Lee’s autographed manuscript of his proposed amendment to the newly ap- 
proved Constitution and George Mason’s autographed manuscript of his ‘‘Ob- 
jections to the Constitution of Government Formed by the Convention.” Two of 
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the most valuable Mason letters are in this collection. The most important 
figures at the Convention, George Washington, its president, and Benjamin 
Franklin, venerable statesman, are each represented by an autographed letter. 
The collection contains 11 pieces written by the leaders in the debates on the 
floor of the Convention: James Madison, George Mason, Gouverneur Morris, 
James Wilson, Roger Sherman, and Elbridge Gerry. We are confident that the 
magnificent material in this collection will be a continuing inspiration to the 
members of our Society and to all patriotic and historically minded citizens of 
cur country. These important papers have been added to our Americana col- 
lection, which has been expanded and further developed under the leadership of 
our able historian general, Mrs. Lowell KE. Burnelle. 

In October the executive committee granted permission for the loan of the 
George Mason documents, owned by the National Society, to Gunston Hall for 
display during the celebration of Bill of Rights Day. 

During these 3 years, seven occupational therapy scholarships of $500 each 
have been made, through yoluntary contributions from the members, to the 
American Association of Occupational Therapy to assist in the education and 
training of occupational therapists. Five of these scholarships were presented 
in 1959, the winners being Miss Mary Hilen Coons, of St. Louis, Mo.; Miss 
Elizabeth Anne Harvey, Oberlin, Ohio; Miss Roberta Jones, Charlotte, N.C. ; 
Miss Florence Toby Koshner, Los Angles, Calif.; and Miss Barbara Susan Mayer, 
Gary, Ind. In 1958, the winner was Miss Susan Ellen Luckman of Brooklyn, 
N.Y.; and in 1957 the winner was Miss Martha Sue Mattern, senior at Mount 
Mary College in Wisconsin. 

A scholarship of $400 was granted for a registered nurses training course 

‘ at St. John’s Hospital, Tulsa, Okla., to Anna Patsey, a native Alaskan girl, 
in 1957. 
_ The national board of management voted to inaugurate the presentation of 
an Americanism medal to be given to adult naturalized citizens who have 
demonstrated outstanding ability in trustworthiness, service, leadership, and 
patriotism, the distribution being under the supervision of the State regents 
and State chairmen in cooperation with the national chairman of the American- 
ism and DAR manual for citizenship committee. The scope and accomplish- 
ments of this committee show the result of the great amount of work done by 
Mrs. Loretta G. Thomas, chairman. 

By direction of the 66th Continental Congress, the national board in April 
1957 voted that a committee be appointed to assist the national board to comply 
with the congressional action relative to the magazine. A committee was 
appointed with Mrs. Robert M. Beak as chairman. This factfinding committee 
reported and brought recommendations based entirely upon the majority 
recommendations of the members of the national board, and were then approved 
by the October 1957 board of management. This report was published in the 
magazine December 1957. One of these recommendations contained in the 
magazine report, accepted by the national board, specified that the positions of 
editor and chairman be filled separately. Following the resignation of the 
editor in October 1957, the position remained vacant until the following spring. 
Mrs. John J. Wilson was appointed chairman of the DAR Magazine committee 
and Miss Mabel Winslow was appointed as editor effective as of the 67th Con- 
tinental Congress in April 1958. 

The national board of management at its October 15, 1958, meeting con- 
firmed the recommendation made on June 5, 1958, by the executive com- 
mittee that the DAR Magazine be printed in size 814%, by 11% inches, and 
that this change become effective as soon as possible. This was accomplished 


in January 1959. Several things were achieved by making the magazine’ 


standard rather than custom size—a material monthly saving in price of 
stock, a more desirable size for advertising, and a more readable and attrac- 
tive looking magazine. A gratifying volume of enthusiastic letters has con- 
tinued to come in since the January issue was published. The board of man- 
agement voted to have the magazine print the board minutes without cost to 
the Society or the national defense committee. 

A new, most efiicient Speedomat addressograph machine is in operation at 
national ‘headquarters, and it is invaluable in the performance of the overall 
work throughout the buildings. An interesting. insight to this time-saving 
and. labor-saving equipment is. that approximately 9,000 Press Digests can be 
addressed. in-1 hour’s.time, and the. magazine in less than half a day. The 
addressing of all material now goes through one central office, and this results 
in a notable saving of man-hours. 
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The board of management voted to have a classified bibliography of genealogy 
and history to include published or copied records of local history, genealogy, 
biography. and American history, to and including the year 1830. This data 
is being put on cards and arranged—in the case of biography and genealogy by 
surnames—and all other records are being arranged by State, county, or town, 
} where appropriate, or certain other applicable topical subjects. 

To accomplish this work, the treasurer general was directed to establish a 
special fund to which will be credited all contributions received for such pur- 
pose, the fund to continue until the project is completed. I am happy to report 
the establishment of this fund. I trust your cooperation and support will con- 
tinue until the project can be completed. Trained professional assistance has 
been obtained for this project. 

J. E. Caldwell & Co., of Philadelphia, Pa., the Society’s official jewelers, was 
given permission to prepare a brochure on DAR insignia with the cooperation 
of Mrs. Virgil Browne, chairman, insignia committee. This brochure is being 
prepared at the expense of J. EH. Caldwell & Co. and will be of real value to the 
membership. 

You are acquainted with the project developed by Mrs. George C. Hstill, na- 

tional chairman, radio and television committee, for the contest between stu- 
dents of the radio and television departments in accredited colleges. and 
universities. The subject this year is “The Constitution of the United States.” 
The contest closed on January 15, 1959. The scripts have been judged by com- 
petent judges within the States and the selected scripts were sent to headquar- 
ters for final judging by a national panel of judges. The two winning students, 
one for the best radio script and one for the best television script, are being 
awarded a trip to Washington during the 68th Continental Congress. 
- The reporter general to the Smithsonian Institution was appointed to repre- 
sent the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, in connection 
with the development of the proposed master bibliography of American patriots 
to be compiled in commemoration of our national centennial, July 4, 1976, and 
to consult with representatives of other hereditary-patriotic societies. 

A successful bus trip to six of our approved schools was taken at the conclu- 
sion of the October 1958 national board meeting. Sixty-four were in the party, 
as well. as additional members in private cars. The schools visited were: Blue 
Ridge School, Crossmore School, Tamassee DAR school, the Berry schools, Kate 
Duncan Smith DAR school, and Lincoln Memorial University. 

The observance of Constitution Week, September 17-23, during each of the 
past 3 years, in accordance with Presidential proclamation, has been ably exe- 
cuted by our chapters under the splendid leadership of our national chairman, 
national defense committee, Mrs. Ray Laverne Erb. 

We are gratified at the interest evidenced in the observance of American His- 
tory Month during February by our chapters. The reports have been most sat- 
isfactory and they show widespread interest in the project inaugurated by the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 5 years ago. This phase of the work 
has been directed by the very capable historian general, Mrs. Lowell E. Burnelle. 

Due to the increasing work of the program reviewing committee, which has 
heretofore been a subcommittee of the program committee, the board of man- 
agement has made this committee a special committee whose duties will be, as 
heretofore, confined to review of papers for chapter programs. This committee 
has reviewed more than 5,000 papers in the past 3 years and given more than 
3,800 hours to this work. 

The board of management passed a plan to provide for the reallocation of 
States within the present divisions. The new grouping, however, will not 
go into effect until after this continental congress since it necessitates the 
appointment of new chairmen and interruption of work. This plan calls for 
redistribution of certain States within certain divisions and has been devised 
to facilitate management of the Society’s work. 

The National Society presented a handsome silk U.S. flag to the Boy Scouts 
of America. The presentation was made by the president general in the office 
of the Secretary of Agriculture, the Honorable Ezra T. Benson, with members 
of the executive commitee in attendance at the ceremony. 

The U.S. Air Force base at Homestead, Fla., requested the State societies 
to supply certain flags for use at their airbase, 20 in number. This request was 
met by nearly every State whose flag was missing in this particular display. 

A full-page story, written by Miss Josephine Ripley, published by the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor in October 1956, entitled ‘‘The Daughters—Many Good

Works,” gave an excellent presentation of the Society’s activities. We are 
grateful to the Christian Science Monitor and to Miss Ripley for this constructive 
publicity. 

The Press Digest has continued to supply the membership with interesting 
data and we are indebted to Mrs. Thomas Burchett, national chairman, press 
relations committee, for the efficient manner in which she has handled this 
publication. 

An insurance survey was made by a qualified appraiser and it was found 
necessary to add additional coverage for the books and mansuscripts in the 
library and the contents of the museum and State rooms, in order to have 
adequate protection. 

The Society changed its auditors to the nationally recognized firm of Price 
Waterhouse & Co. of Washington, D.C. This firm has made constructive sug- 
gestions for the operation of the treasurer general’s office and for that of other 
departments, as well as the customary audits. 

The National Society secured the services of the Trust Department of the 
Union Trust Co. of the District of Columbia to recommend investments for 
the National Society for fhe purpose of increasing principal, as well as income. 
A service of this type is used by colleges, universities, hospitals, branches of 
the armed services and many foundations. 

It was deemed important to have a professional analysis made of business 
procedures used at national headquarters, in order to effect economical and 
efficient operations. After careful investigation, two men were employed who 
have rendered this same service to many Washington concerns. The survey 
was made for the benefit of long-range planning and the findings were not only 
revealing but very constructive. 

To promote increased interest and to establish a permanent security for the 
DAR Museum, a “Friends of the Museum” group was organized. This type 


of group has been of invaluable service to metropolitan museums all over the 


eountry and has met with gratifying interest and results by members of the 


National Society for the museum. Through the friends of the museum, it | 


has been possible to make some valuable accessions to the museum. 


The first professional inventory of the contents of the museum, the State | 


rooms, and the art objects through the building was accomplished. This 
inventory was made at the request of the insurance people and covers more 
than 900 single-spaced typewritten pages. We feel it is a very valuable asset 
to the operation of the museum, as well as a great protection from an 


insurance standpoint. 
The Society’s awards have been made to all six of the U.S. service academies 


annually; namely, the U.S. Military Academy, the U.S. Naval Academy, the | 


U.S. Merchant Marine Academy, the U.S. Coast Guard Academy, the Arnold 
Air Society, the U.S. Air Force Academy and the platoon leaders class of the 
U.S. Marine Corps. 

When conflicting engagements did not prevent, your president general made 
these awards personally. All other awards were presented by national officers 
acting as the National Society’s representatives. 

For the benefit of the many members and delegates who had not visited 
Valley Forge, a pilgrimage was planned in April 1958 enabling many to see 
this historic spot, as well as the memorial bell tower at Valley Forge, erected 
by the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution. A brief special 
service was arranged at the Washington chapel as well as a carillon concert. 


Another historic pilgrimage of interest was planned for the Daughters in — 


April 1958 and again in 1959, making it possible for many to visit historic 
Gunston Hall, home of George Mason, author of the Bill of Rights. 

The men’s dinner has been held each year on Monday evening of continental 
congress, and is becoming more and more popular, thus providing opportunity for 
the men to be together when in Washington during DAR Week. Forty-eight 
States were represented last night. 


Prompt attention was given to the revision of the publications for the infor- | 
mation and use of members; namely, “The Highlights of DAR Program Activity,” | 


which serves as an informative booklet for prospective members; “What the 
Daughters Do,” containing valuable statistical data; and each year “The Na- 
tional Directory of Committees,’ a complete roster of national and special 
committees. Under the supervision of the first vice president general, the DAR 
handbook was revised, the librarian general issued a new library booklet, and 
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the curator general prepared the museum booklet. Also, a revised edition of 
the booklet “DAR Patriotic Education—Approved Schools” was prepared by the 
national chairman, approved schools committee. 

The genealogical advisory committee to the registrar general, with the co- 
operation of the registrar general, prepared a booklet titled “Is That Lineage 
Right?” which is useful as a training manual for the examiner of lineage papers, 
for chapter registrars, and for anyone who is engaged in genealogical research. 
' To acquaint our members at large with the activities of the National Society, 
a copy of the booklet “Highlights of Program Activity” was sent to each. 

During the 3 years, packets of letters of instructions from national officers 
and national chairman were sent to all on our official mailing list, including 
chapter regents. 

The president general’s reception room in Constitution Hall was redecorated 
during this administration under the carefully planned direction of our curator 
general, Mrs. Ralph W. Newland, and executed by Mr. Frank Klapthor, curator. 

Constitution Hall continues to maintain record performances through its 
bookings of concerts, lectures, and general meetings by governmental and out- 
side groups. 

The executive committee voted to donate $500 for the use of Constitution 
Hall for the benefit performance “Salute to Hungary,’ which was given un- 
der the auspices of First Aid to Hungary, Ine., on December 30, 1956. The 
executive committee felt it was a privilege to aid this worthy cause and 
was gratified to receive word from the chairman, Mrs. Jouett Shouse, that 
the initial contribution from the DAR for the use of the hall set off the 
flow of gifts to the cause, with the benefit’s proceeds netting nearly $200,000. 

A matter of vital importance to the Society is a gain in membership. The 
estimated count at present shows membership at 186,288 with 2,840 chapters. 
There was a net gain of 2,734 members from February 1956 to February 
1959. 

The National Society, as you know, furnished Surrender Room of the 

Moore House, Yorktown, Va., the room in which Cornwallis signed the sur- 
render of the British troops to General Washington. This room contains 
many fine 18th-century American and English items of furniture. The re- 
cent additions from the National Society to this room are a map of York- 
town and the area of the time, an English silver waiter, date 1729, four 
blown wineglasses, and an 18th-century American decanter, pewter plate, 
and sander. ‘This is evidence of our sincere and continued interest. 
Again the importance and the necessity of the investment trust fund must 
be stressed. Only when the investment trust fund has grown to sufficient 
proportions will the protection of the Society’s properties be assured. The 
investment trust fund is now $131,988.66. 

A bequest of $4,000 from the estate of the late Mrs. Larz Anderson was 
received recently. This bequest was made to the DAR Library. 

We salute the chapters who have received special recognition for fulfilling 
honor roll requirements, and all chapters are urged to take advantage of the 
directives of the honor roll in chapter program planning. 

As I bring this report to a close. many pleasant memories and courtesies 
extended to me come to mind. For these courtesies and the many kindnesses. 
IT am most appreciative. Were it possible, the various occasions enjoyed with 
you would be enumerated here. 

Also, I wish to express gratitude to the national officers and members of 
the national board of management for their loyalty and service. Too, I wish 
to express my appreciation of the cooperation and fine ssa of the national 
and congressional chairmen. 

This final report could not be closed without expressing sincere gratitude 
to the staff members of all departments, but particular tribute is paid to the 
four members of my personal staff: Mrs. Marguerite Schondau, Mrs. Virginia 
Rupp, Miss Gladys Bordeaux, Mrs. Esther Scruggs. 

As your president general, it has been a challenging and rich experience 
to serve you. You, the membership, have given me your loving support as we 
have worked together. Rest assured that my continued interest and love will 
remain with you.

After the close of the 67th Continental Congress, resolutions and letters, as 
directed by the congress, were sent to the President of the United States, mem- 


bers of the Cabinet. heads of the Army and Navy establishments, chairmen of 


committees of the U.S. Congress, and others. 
The resolutions adopted by the 67th Continental Congress were prepared and 
printed in pamphlet form for distribution. 


Work on the publication of the congress proceedings was completed and final” 


proof was in the hands of the printer by August 4. 
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Minutes of the regular and special board meetings have been prepared for 
ublication in the DAR Magazine and proofread. Minutes and verbatim tran- 
scripts have been indexed and recorded. 

Motions and resolutions of the national board of management and the 67th 
Continental Congress have been typed and copies deliv ered or mailed to each 
national officer, copied for the statute book, and indexed. 

The minutes of the executive committee meetings have been written, copies 
sent to all members of the committee, recopied for binding in book form and 

indexed. Motions affecting the work of each office and committee were typed 

Separately and delivered. 

During the past year 7,688 membership certificates have been prepared and 
mailed to new members, as Well as 71 commissions to vice presidents general, 
honorary vice president general, State regents and State vice regents. 

Notices of meetings of the national board of management and executive com- 
mittee were mailed to the members. 

Your recording secretary general enjoyed being a guest at the fall meetings of 
the New Hampshire, Maine, and Massachusetts State Societies in September 
and at the 62d New York State conference in October. In November she enjoyed 
the hospitality of the Pennsylvania Daughters at their 62d State conference in 
Philadelphia. 

March saw your recording secretary general flying south to attend the 59th 
State conference of the North Carolina State Society in Durham, where she was 
privileged to give the main address of the DAR awards and junior membership 
luncheon. Later in the month she was most happy to be a guest of the Daugh- 
ters of the District of Columbia at their 58th conference. The hospitality ex- 
tended to her at these conferences was truly heart warming. 

Your recording secretary general has been the guest speaker at many chap- 
ter meetings during the past year and when not the main speaker has always 
brought greetings from her office. She has always urged the procurement by 
the members of the three DAR publications compiled and prepared for printing 
by her office: “What the Daughters Do,” the “‘Resolutions,” and the congress’ 
“Proceedings.” It has been encouraging to find that more and more members 
know and appreciate ““‘What the Daughters Do,” but it is also evident that 
many are unaware of the vast scope of our work. It is hoped that State regents 
as well as chapter regents will continue to sell at their State, district and chapter 
meetings copies of “What the Daughters Do,” which was revised during this ad- 
ministration. A total of 22,361 copies were distributed as cf April 19, 1959. 

Another highlight of the year was the attendance by this officer at the dedi- 
eation ceremony of the Allene Wilson Groves Cottage for Little Girls last October 
at Tamassee DAR School. The hospitality extended to us by the South Carolina 
Daughters, as well as by the school, will long be remembered. 

Your recording secretary general wishes to take this opportunity to express 
her thanks and appreciation to her staff for the many long hours of exacting 
work necessarily involved in not only the preparation of the proceedings, but in 
the regular routine work of this office. 

Appreciation and thanks also go to the many State regents who have sent 
copies of their yearbooks.

Many of these replies require hours of research and much careful thought. 

The appeals for help from both the young and the aged continue. Some of 
these are difficult to answer because one wishes each appeal might be met. 

The routine work, of course, comes first, and is kept up to date as much 
as is humanly possible. There is a constant request for material from chap- 
ters, and this is of prime importance because new regents come into office 
each year. These requests are met immediately. We consider these our real 
business. Such requests show increased interest in the work of our Society. 

Prospective members are directed, and explanations are repeated often, and 
most willingly. 

It has been my aim to give helpful and factual replies to all your inquiries. 
If this has been attained, I feel my efforts rewarded. 

All letters directed by the national board of management and continental con- 
gress were written. 

It was with sadness that I informed all those on our official mailing list of the 
death of our beloved honorary president general, Mrs. Lowell Fletcher Hobart 
of Ohio, and two of our beloved honorary vice presidents general, Mrs. William 
Hardie Lambeth of Tennessee and Mrs. E. Thomas Boyd of Colorado.

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At the close of my term of office as organizing secretary general, I am happy 
to report that, with the 27 chapters organized this year, the grand total for the 
3-year period is 88. I am mindful of the fact that there have been 17 chapters 
disbanded this year. This is not good, but I feel that the State regents and 
their organizing chairmen have done magnificent work in getting in so many 
new chapters, and it speaks well for our National Society that we are increas- 
ing in the number of chapters. The loss of chapters is something to contend 
with and to be alarmed about, but in most of the cases, if not all, it is a natural 
consequence, as not enough new blood was brought into these chapters through 
| the years and, as a result, those left in could not carry on. 

Mississippi has organized the most chapters this year, three. Next are Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee, North Carolina, Louisiana, Kentucky, and Florida, with two; 
and West Virginia, Utah, Texas, Pennsylvania, Ohio, New York, New Mexico; 
Michigan, Massachusetts, Connecticut, California, and Alaska, with one. 

For the 3-year period, Texas and Louisiana lead with eight each; Virginia 
and California with six; Mississippi and Florida with five; Tennessee with 
four ; South Carolina with three; West Virginia, Pennsylvania, Oklahoma, North 
Carolina, New York, New Jersey, Montana, Missouri, Michigan, Maryland, 
Kentucky, Kansas, Iowa, Indiana, Connecticut, and Alabama with two; Utah, 
Oregon, Ohio, New Mexico. New Hampshire, Nevada, Massachusetts, Idaho, 
Georgia, Arkansas and Alaska with one. 
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As you remember, our goal was one new chapter in every State every year, 
and we are grateful that so many met this goal and even exceeded it. 

Special commendation goes to those chapters who helped organize other 
chapters, as this means giving up their own members; among these is the 
Knoxville, Tenn., chapter, which sponsored two new chapters. 

From the above figures, you can see the importance of organizing new 
chapters. If we want to continue to grow and increase the scope of our 
National Society, we must reach into those areas where we are not as yet 
represented. Then, after organizing, it is also of the utmost importance that 
we keep the chapter alive and alert, and to do this we must do all in our 
power to keep the membership an informed and working unit to further the 
aims and objects of the Daughters of the American Revolution. And don’t 
forget that by bringing in younger members we are safeguarding the future 
of our membership. 

I am proud to announce that we have had the original charter blanks of 
the first 12 years of the Society properly laminated to preserve them. This 
is an important record of the first years of our existence and worthy of 
preservation. 

For the statistics of this year: Organizing regents confirmed, 33; organizing 
regencies expired, 22; organiging regents reappointed, 16; organizing regents’ 
location changed, 1; chapter extension, 1; chapter organizations authorized, 2; 
chapter organization authorization expired, 5; chapter organization reauthor- 
ized, 1; chapter locations changed, 4; chapter names changed, 1; chapters offi- 
cially disbanded, 17; chapters confirmed, 27; total number of chapters to date, 
2,848; comfirmation of State regents, 31; confirmation of State vice regents, 30; 
charters issued, 10; membership cards filed, 26,681; chapter elections reported, 
2,800 ; chapter regents lists sold, 12; permits issued for National and States bars, 
25; and 50-year membership pins, 1,321. 

All of which shows what we can expect next year in this office, and all the 
years to come. I am deeply appreciative of the grand job done by the State 
regents and their coworkers in this business of organizing new chapters. 

Remember that it is in this office that the membership catalog file is kept. 
This means that all changes in names and addresses of members and the re- 
porting of elections promptly and accurately is a must, for it is from this file that 
inquiries are answered from both members and chapters. 

And a word about the 25-year and 50-year pins. There must be a total of 25 
or 50 years in the Society to merit the acquisition of these pins. 

A special tribute must be paid to the wonderful staff in my office in carrying 
on the tremendous job that belongs in this department of our Society.

REPORT OF TREASURER GENERAL 


Each administration builds on the structure left to it by its predecessors. 
In the past 3 years improved business procedures have been put in force to 
strengthen the financial position of the Society. | 

We have continued to invest membership dues, when received, in 90-day 
U.S. Treasury bills or in a savings account until they are used, the interest 
thus received making a welcome addition to our revenue. 

The special funds bequeathed, donated, or raised for special purposes are © 
now combined for investment purposes in the combined investment fund adminis- 
tered by the trust department of the Union Trust Co. of the District of Columbia. 

The investment trust fund now totals $131,938.66. In accordance with a 
ruling of the 65th Continental Congress, $26,572 was transferred to the invest- 
ment trust fund from the Valley Forge Memorial fund during the year; $745.49 
is heing retained in the Valley Forge fund to pay remaining charges which we 
have not as yet received. 

A ruling of the national board of management on January 31, 1959, directed 
that any funds donated or remaining unexpended after payment of all bills for 
constructing, furnishing and landscaping of the Allene Wilson Groves Cottage 
for Little Girls at Tamassee DAR School be transferred to the Edna Davis 
Starkey Crist endowment fund, the income therefrom to be devoted thereafter 
for the maintenance and upkeep of the cottage. 
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| The Crist endowment fund now totals approximately $8,000. A ruling of the 
j}executive committee on October 13, 1958, provides that beginning on August 31, 
11958, interest from the Crist endowment fund is to be added to its principal until 
}such time as interest is needed for the repair or improvement on the Allene 
| Wilson Groves cottage. 

| The generosity of our members has made it possible to grant five occupational 
|{therapy scholarships of $500 each. . 

Your treasurer general was selected as the representative of our 186,000 mem- 
ibers to place our wreath at the caskets of the Unknown Soldiers of World War 


HiIl and of Korea on Memorial Day last year and to attend the rites in Arling- 


ton National Cemetery incident to their burial alongside the Tomb of the Un- 
{known Soldier of World War I. During the past year your treasurer general 
# also presented awards of the National Society at the U.S. Coast Guard Academy 
Hat New London, Conn., and at the U.S. Merchant Marine Academy on Long 
Island, N.Y.

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REPORT OF REGISTRAR GENERAL 


Following many meetings of discussion with the appointed advisory committee 
to the registrar general, composed of experienced and professional genealogists, 
it was possible to compile our verification manual, “Is That Lineage Right?” 
This has been of value in training new members of our genealogical staff and is 
proving helpful to applicants and to those assisting in the preparation of appli- 
cation papers. 

We do feel that there is an improvement in the preparation of papers and 
proofs accompanying them. Perhaps the revised application blank and the 
pamphlet of information for chapter registrars have helped. But verification 
on many papers is delayed because of insufficient data and evidence. 

The following report is the record of the work for the 3-year period: Applica- 
tions received, 22,572; applications verified, 22,147; supplementals received, 
2,734; supplementals verified, 2,485; total number of papers verified, 24,632 ; 
applications returned unverified, 842; supplementals returned unverified, 393; 
new records verified, 1,940. Number of permits issued: official insignia, 2,604: 
recognition pins, 3,002; ancestral bars, 3,603. Number of letters written, 29,705. 
(does not include the letters written by the registrar general) ; postal notifica- 
tions, 39,210; applications photocopied, 5,315 (making a total of 21,260 pages) ; 
number of pages of data and other material photocopied 2,138; total number of 
pages photocopied from October 26, 1956, to April 17, 1959, 23,398. 

Through contributions to the rebinding fund, which preserves our worn 
volumes of application papers, 518 volumes have been rebound. Contributions 
to this fund were not adequate to cover the entire cost. I am sorry to report 
that the price has been raised from $5 to $6 per volume for rebinding. 

During the 3 years, 165 new volumes of application papers have been bound. 
The price for binding these new volumes also has increased. 

One of the greatest improvements in our office is the installation of a new 
lighting system in our book room. A memorial gift was a much needed large 
card catalog for use in the genealogical division. Memorials and honorariums 
were 12 mahogany tables for use of the genealogists. 

There is a constant need for new equipment and furniture in the office of the 
registrar general. Replacements of the old ancestor card files were not made as 
we did not find a donor for such a large gift. We will soon need another card 
catalog in the genealogical division. With such a growing membership after 
each board meeting, we must add regularly a large number of cards. 

We had hoped to do something about lineage books because of-the many 
requests to resume «that ‘project, but so many other projects seemed more 
important.

REPORT OF HISTORIAN GENERAL 


My tenure of service has been a pleasure for which I do not have adequate 
words of thanks to the membership which honored me with this office. There 
has been a notable rise and response to our Americana collection by our 
Daughters and in public interest. Attendance figures are mounting and a 
new vitality is clearly evidenced in our technique, better installations, and fresh 
approach to our incomparable collection. 

Many items of historic significance have had to be in storage for years 


due to the fact that we had no satisfactory repository. This situation has 


been remedied to a limited extent but much can still be accomplished for 
proper display. We have also added furniture for the comfort of our many 
visitors and a perpetual clock which will help them realize that it is later 
than we think. Your generous contributions to the Americana fund has enabled 
us to add many priceless items to the practical upkeep of the office. 

The real need is a complete catalog of our collection. We now have a system 
by which we can at least locate a wanted item. Adequate cataloging is still 
visionary, but visions do come true. 

Our collections have ‘brought requests from libraries, editors, and authors; 
from Columbia, Duke, Chicago, and Virginia Universities ; from the National 
Archives and the Library of Congress. It must be a real pleasure for you to 
know that the collection of the letters and autographs of the members of the 
Federal Convention is incomparable.

;. Our collection of autographs of the First Ladies is. complete except for the 
; Signatures of Mrs. Jefferson, who died 19 years before her husband became 
| president, and that of Mrs. Zachary Taylor and Mrs. Johnson. Rachel Jack- 
| Son’s signature is a photostat, and Elizabeth Monroe’s is a faesimile. A consola- 
| tion is that no one else seems to have them, so we are reasonably satisfied with 
| the completion of this project. 

A detailed account of our acquisitions is recorded in the minutes of the 
#} national board meetings and appears in our magazine. We have one suitable 
| wall case in which our recent collection is properly exhibited. A floor-type case 
1 is on order which contains locked display and storage drawers for newspapers, 
/ catalogs, almanacs, and other similar gifts. 

' <A beautiful desk, an exact reproduction of that used by the signers of the 
| Constitution, is being used in the Americana room. It was given to the Society 
} in 1909 by the Continental chapter of the District of Columbia. This addition 
} has greatly added to the beauty and dignity of the office. 

' American History Month was celebrated with various programs in all States 
} and 48 Governors issued proclamations, a record number. Massachusetts and 
| New Jersey have made these annual proclamations a law by the vote of the legis- 
| latures. This is something for all State historians to consider and promote. 
Due to the untiring efforts of Mrs. Dale Brown, 1st vice chairman of the 
| special American History Month committee, the American history activities 
| of children of the lower grades and junior high schools have been wonderful. 
| The essays on Theodore Roosevelt brought a wide response in every State. 
i The Roosevelt Centennial Commission has been very generous in giving the 
| prizes for the outstanding essays—two busts of the President and 12 books 
} entitled ‘“‘The Roosevelt Family at Sagamore Hill.” We also have historic 
| scrapbooks which are being awarded suitable prizes. All States have cooperated 
| in historic markings, in the giving of scholarships and prizes. In the period of 
/ our reporting from May 1, 1956, to April 1, 1959, 9,981 certificates and 11,073 
} medals have been given to students of all ages for proficiency in the study of 
} American history. 

We are especially proud of the response of our chapters overseas, who have 
interested children of their various countries in our history. 

Mr. Herman Hagedorn, director and secretary of the Theodore Roosevelt 
Centennial Commission and director emeritus of the Theodore Roosevelt Associa- 
tion, has come from California to participate in the Roosevelt awards. He is the 
author and authority on Theodore Roosevelt and we want to publicly thank him 
and the National Commission for their many kindnesses and assistance in our 
emphasis on this phase of American history. 

On the adjournment of this session, in the Americana room, Mr. Hagedorn 
will present the prizes, which are the gifts of the Roosevelt Commission. Repre- 
sentatives from the winning States have been asked to receive the awards for the 
Theodore Roosevelt essays and for the historic scrapbooks. 

The essay grand awards go to Barbara Schmitt of Rockville Centre, N.Y., and 
Karen Mattis of Chicago, Il... with other awards for school children in New 
Hampshire, Virginia, West Virginia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Michigan, South 
Dakota, California, and Wisconsin. 

The first prizes of the historian general for the American history scrapbooks 
go to Elaine Brewer of Fincastle, Va., and Anna Marie Talunas of Santa Monica, 
Calif. The second prizes go to a fifth grader from the Orange Avenue School, 
Milford, Conn., and Robert P. Meets of Port Washington, Wis.

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN GENERAL 


The record attendance in the Daughters of the American Revolution Library 
continued during the year 1958-1959. 

The honor roll States, having 100 percent chapter librarians, were: Alabama, 
Arizona, District of Columbia, Florida, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
‘Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, Michigan, Montana, Nevada, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, New Mexico, North Carolina, North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Rhode 
Island, South Carolina, South Dakota, Texas, and Virginia. 

_ The District of Columbia obtained its list of requested books, making an out- 
standing record of 12 years; Massachusetts holds the same record for 5 years. 
States completing their request list for the first year are Colorado, Delaware, 
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Illinois, New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Tennessee, and 
Virginia. Each year it is increasingly difficult to purchase books on the request 
list as owners are unwilling to sell, books are often not available at bookstores, 
and often there were only two or three copies of these genealogies and histories 
in the beginning. Many States not on the honor roll found important rare 
books, and Pennsylvania State librarian completed request lists of 3 years in her 
third year. 

A gift of $4,000 establishing an Isabel Anderson library fund—interest to be 
used for books for the DAR library—has been received from the will of Mrs. 
Larz Anderson, former librarian general. 

Gifts to the library included: microfilm reader, DAR national officers club; 


four sections of bookcase, two by New Jersey, one by Kentucky, one by Tennessee; © 


two filing cases, one by District of Columbia DAR library committee, one by 
Virginia ; microfilm storage cabinet, Maine. 

A total of 4,085 DAR library booklets, 2,391 through the chapters, were sold. 
These attractive and informative booklets give information about our DAR 
library to hundreds of members unable to visit in Washington. The color process 


plates are available for future work, including those of Memorial Continental. 


Hall, which houses our DAR library. 

The DAR library received 809 books (122 on request lists), 450 pamphlets, and 
27 manuscripts from 270 chapters; also 27 microfilms, besides the 107 microfilms 
from genealogical records committee; $12,171.63 spent by States on library work, 
Georgia led, $1,308.50; Texas, $1,200; Indiana, $962.80. A total of $4,392.58 was 
spent on our DAR library; $4,223.11 on State library work. Indiana and Maine 
were the largest contributors to DAR library, $1,762.34 worth of books and pam- 
phlets and $2,341.30 to the library fund. 

Eleven Maryland members indexed, at the library, seven valuable volumes of 
cemetery records in Washington County, Md. Connecticut sent 17 microfilms 
of the Barbour collection of vital records of Connecticut and 81 microfilms of the 
Barbour index to vital records of Connecticut; New Jersey, 9 microfilms of 
Revolutionary War services of New Jersey compiled from vouchers from 


adjutant general’s office, Trenton, N.J.; Virginia, an index to Revolutionary War 


public service claims. Rhode Island members contributed to a State fund, to 
be called the Grace Handy Wright memorial fund in memory of the State 
librarian, that will be used only for purchase of books for the DAR library. 
Special State library work included gifts of books, wills, microfilms, genealo- 
gies ; magazines to schools, hospitals, prisons, ships, veterans’ hospitals, churches, 
State libraries, Seaman’s Institute, marine hospitals and to DAR approved 
schools. Many chapters maintain DAR bookshelves in public libraries, while 
many chapters have libraries of their own. Texas reports several chapters 
supply personal library service in libraries in their chapter houses. Memorial 
books are replacing floral offerings. Delaware’s project was assisting State 
libaries in completing their files of DAR lineage books and DAR magazines. 
Wisconsin sent 100 books to Northland College library. ;

REPORT OF CURATOR GENERAL 


This report can only briefly tabulate the accomplishments of the 3-year tenure 
of this curator general. The stature of your fine DAR Museum has increased 


immeasurably in this time, and there are many important accomplishments to ° 


recognize as well as many priceless accessions to record. 

Extensive changes and improvements have occurred in 19 of the State rooms as 
well as in the corridors and museum proper and in the president general’s recep- 
tion room in Constitution Hall. The museum has been painted for the first time 
since moving to its present location; all parts of the 35,000-square-foot area have: 
ben reconditioned and renovated; and lighting has been improved. 

Most significant of the recent interior restorations is the Tennessee room. The 


—— 


achievement reflects the influence of President Andrew Jackson’s residence in the | 


Executive Mansion, and starred walls and hangings with handsome gold spread 
eagle and pole compliment the fine Hiarl portrait of Andrew Jackson. The 
highlight is the gilt and rose chair beneath the portrait, like the one in which the 
President is sitting. Our research identifies the chair as having been in the- 
White House at that time—one of a set ordered by President James Monroe. 
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The New York room is now resplendent in oyster white and rich gold, with. 
vold and ivory silk and linen brocatelle by Scalamandre at the windows. Garnet 
nd gold trim is in the same tone as the heavy red and gold silk satin of the 
barly 19th century upon the sofa and side chairs. Many other fine examples of 
American 18th-century furnishings, including a superb American armchair from 
the de Puyster mansion in Poughkeepsie, make this room a proper “Founders. 
Room.” 
| Antique linen has been beautifully embroidered by the State regent of Delaware

| \A table owned by Artemus Ward will arrive soon as a gift to your museum from 
orida. 
Among the many important gifts of silver this past year are two 18th-century 
items—a cream jug by Daniel Rogers of Newport and a covered porringer by 
Lewis Cary of Boston. Additions of furniture, costumes, dolls, toys, fabrics, 
books, and many other items of personal and historic note give evidence of the 
lever increasing interest of members and friends. Your collection of Export china 
lis growing in size and significance ; interesting Whieldon pieces have been added ; 
mumerous 18th- and 19th-century glass specimens give charm to the collections. 
IA group of 41 pieces of American Sandwich glass was received from Minnesota. 
i Use of the popular color folder has far exceeded expectation and has carried the 
beauty of the museum to all corners of the country. More slides and post cards 
are available. This much evidence of the increased interest in and demand for 
pictorial records of the activities of the museum department is gratifying. 
|} The achievement of greatest benefit to the National Society accomplished by 
this department during the last 3 years was the detailed and lengthy inventory of 
every item under the jurisdiction of the curator general. 
i The final report of the special committee, Friends of the Museum, is given with 
reat pride in‘the enthusiasm and support of nearly 5,000 interested members. 
INot alone has the gain in your museum been a material one, for this newly 
aroused response is invaluable. 
; A bronze plaque bearing the names of the first 23 life members has been placed 
fat the entrance to the museum. There have been 11 sponsor memberships, 4,920 
regular memberships, and the sum of $2,259.35 in special individual and chapter 
icontributions given to this special committee, making $10,029.35 in all. 
i As this fund began to grow, serious consideration was given to its use and the 
urator general’s decision to reserve it for the purchase of historic original oil 
iportraits and other significant paintings was put into action. ‘The first purchase 
was a portrait of Andrew Jackson as major general at the close of his victorious 
ew Orleans campaign in 1815. Since that purchase the “Friends” have acquired 
another portrait of Andrew Jackson by Ralph EH. W. Earl, painted during Presi-. 
sdent Jackson’s cccupancy of the White House and given to Gen. David Bryan 
orter, territorial governor of Michigan at the time of his appointment. It is 
most interesting that this portrait was retained in direct family ownership until 
#1930 when it was purchased by its only other owner from whose estate the 
museum acquired it. 
* Other purchases by the Friends of the Museum committee include an original 
portrait of Mr. Nicholas Harwood of Annapolis, by James Peale, a soldier of the 
Revolutionary War as well as a painter; a small oil portrait of Henry Clay, the 
statesman; and two rare and important 18th century water colors of. Mount: 
#Vernon, painted during the occupancy of George and Martha Washington.

REPORT OF REPORTER GENERAL TO THE SMITHSONIAN 
INSTITUTION 


- In accordance with the act of incorporation. of the National Society, Daughters. 
of the American Revolution, approved February 20, 1896, the annual report of the- 
work of the Society is communicated to the Congress of the United States through. 
i the Secretary of the Smithsonian Institution, Dr. Leonard Carmichael, for print-. 
ing as a Senate document. 
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It is so compiled as to form a small, compact edition, written in a narrative 
form for making it more interesting to the Congressmen and others outside our 
organization. 

We divide this report into four parts: 1—reports of executive officers, State 
regents and chairmen of national committees ; 2—the resolutions as adopted by 
our continental congress which give the policies of our organization; 3—report 
of the National Society, Children of the American Revolution, showing the train- 
ing given our future Daughters; 4—newly found grave locations and service of 
soldiers of the American Revolution for addition to our card catalog. 

Letters of instructions for the preparation of such a narrative report are sent 
to each State regent. 

Time and weather are hard on tombstones and cemeteries. Although we have 
located a considerable number of graves of Revolutionary soldiers, there are still 
many not located and reported. Family records are frequently lost and each 
year it becomes more difficult to trace isolated graves. Urge your members to 
help us in this important project. Grave markers are given by the Government 
for servicemen of all wars.

REPORTS OF THE STATE REGENTS 
REPORT OF ALABAMA STATE REGENT 


Alabama, the home of Kate Duncan Smith DAR School for mountain chil- 
dren, has had a busy year in the work of the Society. 
Alabama has 64 chapters with a membership of 3,007, including 31 members- 
at-large and 230 junior members. Another chapter is forming. 

The ‘State board of management met in Birmingham, June 5, 1958. It met in 
Guntersville, October 20, 1958. The following day, October 21, was Dedication — 
Day at the school, when gifts from several States and individuals were presented. | 
Becker Hall was filled to overflowing. : 

Our State conference will be in Tuscaloosa March 10-12, 1959. After a board © 
meeting, the main business will be hearing of reports of State officers, State — 
chairmen, and chapter regents. The national defense luncheon will be one of — 
the attractions. | 

The State project is to enclose a breezeway at Kate Duncan Smith to protect — 
the small children from the cold north wind. It will cost $2,500, but $1,606.72 — 
has been paid. Also, the following contributions were made: $218.55 to the — 
jingle fund, with $10 to Tamassee; $28 to the Allene Wilson Groves cottage for © 
little girls; $30.11, undirected, to Tamassee; 185 boxes of clothing weighing 
1,216 pounds and valued at $5,000 were sent to various schools; and 125 pounds 
of hardware were sent to Kate Duncan Smith, together with Christmas pres- 
ents and money. Scholarships amounted to $373. 

Constitution Week was widely observed by all chapters. There were six win- 
dow displays, and two colleges, two high schools, and one county library had — 
displays in every room. Fifty bookmarks with the preamble to the Constitu- 
tion were given students. A framed copy of the Constitution was given to 
county commissioners for the courthouse. 

Our 52 programs on American Indians included contributions of $33.50 sent 
to Bacone College and $20.50 plus beads and clothing to St. Mary’s. Thirty- 
three chapters aided Alabama Indians, giving cash in the amount of $167.75 
and clothing, books, and school supplies valued at $800. 

The Theodore Roosevelt Centennial was highlighted. Governor Patterson 
proclaimed February as American History Month. Twenty-three chapters pro- 
moted Theodore Roosevelt essays; 10 chapters promoted American history scrap- 
books. Twenty-five medals and awards were presented for proficiency in the 
study of American history. One chapter held programs in a grammar school 
each Wednesday in February, using music and historical facts. 

All naturalization courts were attended by members who distributed 380 DAR 
manuals for citizenship. Throughout the State, teachers and students also 
attended ceremonies. Several of our chapters used the judges’ addresses for 
chapter programs. Many chapters checked the school course in U.S. history. 
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| Human conservation work with Cub Scouts, Brownies, 4-H and FFA groups 
iwent forward with 13,000 hours reported. County commissioners were requested 
to preserve wild flowers and shrubs. Many worked to save Monte Sano Park 
for the public. Our Alabama members participated in the planting of 312,009 
trees, 6,000 bulbs, and 1,250 shrubs. 

| The flag was displayed at all chapter meetings. Flagholders were sold to 
members so that, with the official issue of the new flag, a drive can be made to 
Monave every DAR member display the flag on national holidays. There were 
many campaigns for observance of Flag Day. 

' The annual DAR Good Citizen pilgrimage was held at Huntingdon College, in 
Montgomery, with 200 girls from senior high school classes attending. Fifty 
chapters honored girls in ways other than presenting pins and providing trans- 
portation to the pilgrimage. 

| Alabama has nine CAR societies, with 158 members. Another society is being 

organized. 

) Alabama DAR had 22 regular broadcasts, 11 rebroadcasts, 660 telecasts, and 
196 spot announcements, amounting to a total air time of 331 hours valued at 
$187,117. 

} All chapter meetings and DAR activities have been well covered by the press, 
appearing in 71 daily newspapers and 41 weeklies, a total of 9,000 inches reported. 
Che official news bulletin of Alabama DAR, published in December, was distrib- 
luted to the national board, national and State committee chairmen, and each 
chapter regent in Alabama.

REPORT OF ALASKA STATE REGENT 


|} The Alaska Daughters held their first State conference on October 24, 1958, 

in Fairbanks. We now have a total membership of 87, with chapters in Fair- 

banks, Anchorage, and Juneau. The new chapter in Juneau was officially con- 

firmed in December 1958. 

® We now have a State society of the Children of the American Revolution, with 
societies in Fairbanks and Anchorage. We have plans for one in Juneau at an 

early date. 

}} The Governor issued proclamations for Constitution Week, September 17-23, 

958, and American History Month, February 1959, in line with the work of the 

whistorian general of our Society and upon the request of the State regent of 
laska. 
Citizenship medals and American history awards have been presented to out- 
standing students in these fields, both in the local public schools and in the 
schools on military bases. 
An Americanism medal was presented in Fairbanks by the State chairman of 
Americanism as part of the program presented during a naturalization cere- 
mony for new citizens. The Daughters continue to assist in these ceremonies for 
naturalization and present ‘she sprepia cards and small American flags to each new 
itizen. 

Work is continuing in the native hospitals of Alagka, and the Daughters are 
assisting in local drives for the American Red Cross, Alaska Crippled Children’s 
Association, and other worthy projects. 

Chapter regents have participated in Memorial Day programs and Fourth of 
uly ceremonies. 

This year we have had considerable material in the press, radio, and tele- 
vision on various phases of our work, including the correct use of the American 
flag. 

Now that Alaska is the 49th State of the Union, the Daughters feel that we 
}will have more opportunity to present the objectives and ideals of the National 
Society and to create more active interest in furthering the basic principles of 
true Americanism not only in our individual communities but through recogni- 
tion of our work on a State level.

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REPORT OF ARIZONA STATE REGENT 


The Arizona Society, DAR, has 527 members in 7 chapters and 25 members- 


at-large. 

There are 25 State committee chairmen, all of whom have cooperated with 
the work of their corresponding national chairmen. 

The State historian was instrumental in having February proclaimed as 
American History Month by the Governor. 

One book, “Ballard and Allies,” and $15 were sent to the librarian general for 
the DAR Library. 

Five chapters had programs on conservation, including talks by a district 
ranger on water conservation, one on youth conservation entitled “Waste Not, 
Want Not,” and a film titled ‘“‘Under Western Skies.” 


Two chapters sponsored nautralization programs, giving out 42 DAR manuals 


for citizenship and 63 American flags with stands. 

There are 15 junior members in the State, one of whom is a chapter regent. 
These juniors contributed to the Helen Pouch scholarship fund, which is their 
fundraising project. 

The State music chairman sent a copy of “The Star-Spangled Banner” trans- 
posed in the key of F major as suggested by the national music chairman in 
the December issue of our DAR Magazine. It has been very well received. At 


the annual banquet of the Tucson chapter attended by 110 persons, all seemed to 


enjoy singing the national anthem in that key, including the speaker, Gen. 
Frank Moorman, head of the Electronics Proving Ground at Fort Huachuca, 
Ariz. Wewill have a choir at the State conference. 

The Arizona DAR has a particular interest in the American Indian commit- 
tee as there is such a large Indian population in the State. A total cash value 
was given to the Indian work of $213, which included $65 to Bacone College and 
$45 to St. Mary’s School. Fifty cans of milk, other food, and clothing were dis- 
tributed to Arizona tribes. 

For the DAR schools, Tamassee and Kate Duncan Smith, cash totaling 
nearly $400 and clothing valued at $100 were contributed. 

Our advertising in DAR Magazine reached $133.50, and included a page pic- 


ture of the State regent. All chapters participated in the expense. Incomplete — 


returns show 8&7 subscribers, including 2 schools and a historical association. 

Miscellaneous efforts include the posting of the motion picture reviews in a 
public library. There are 12 members of the “Friends of the Museum” group 
in the State. 

Our 772 inches of publicity, some from as far away as Wisconsin, was helpful 
in making known to our neighbors the work of our Society. TV and radio pro- 
grams aided in giving publicity to our local work. 

All chapters discussed our national defense program at every meeting, with a 
number of chapters devoting the entire meeting to that subject. 


The general work of the year was fitted around the theme “The Fruits of | 


Freedom.’ Arizona contributed to our national program office a set of 53 35-mm 
color slides on “A Pictorial View of Arizona” accompanied by a 2,000-word 
seript.

Copies were distri- 
uted to other chapters. If the Arkansas Society had done nothing else the 
past year, that page alone would have sufficed to awaken the people of the 
State to the dangers that confront our schoolchildren today. 
} Hand in hand with the interest in national defense has been a lively program 
Dn patriotism. Where 11 chapters reported to the flag chairman last year, 24 
reported this year, bringing out many ways by which patriotism has flourished. 
lags have been presented to schools and flag codes have been distributed. In 
jone city, two chapters joined with other patriotic organizations to form a coun- 
il for the promotion and observance of patriotic days and to inspire the citi- 
wenry to display the flag on the proper days and in the proper way. 
| Realizing that the young members are the lifeblood of our Society, there has: 
been an increased activity on the part of the junior membership committee. 
Whe result of this activity is that of 81 members, new and reinstated, 41 are 
junicr members. 
| The Arkansas Society is aware that, as all the other State societies, it has a 
Story to tell, the most glorious story any nation on earth has to tell, that of a 
jand where the individual is free.

REPORT OF CALIFORNIA STATE REGENT 


California’s 139 chapters had a membership of 8,147, with an additional 279 
nembers-at-large. All phases of the work of the society was carried on within 
he chapter membership. 
§ Special emphasis was placed on work with youth. Contributions were sent 
o our DAR-approved schools and to the two DAR schools, Kate Duncan Smith 
d Tamassee. Aside from the scholarships granted within these schools, Cal- 
fornia granted 8 new student loans, which makes 24 student loans now 
yutstanding. 
Our members worked with 51 naturalization courts. Nine of our members 
teach in Americanization schools. Over 21,000 DAR manuals for citizenship 
ere distributed in this work in addition to the presentation of American 
ags to new citizens. Seven DAR Americanism medals were presented to 
idult, naturalized, distinguished citizens. 
An active interest was shown by our chapters in legislation regarding water 
Ponservation and control of water pollution and soil erosion. Contributions 
vere made to the “Save the Redwoods” project and to the U.S. Forestry Service 
‘or the burned areas in the State. 
‘Considerable emphasis likewise was placed on national defense and,.the 
tressing of American history in the schools. t 
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In the field of library research, many books and magazines were donated to 
our DAR libraries, public libraries, colleges, schools, SAR, California Genea-. 
logical Society, veterans and merchant marine hospitals, and American Indian 
settlements. A microfilm of the 1850 U.S. census and a microfilm cabinet were 
given to the San Diego Library. 

Our junior membership increased by 75, bringing the total in the State to 
453. 

The work of the State society followed the theme for the year “Fruits of

REPORT OF COLORADO STATE REGENT 


The 35 chapters of the Colorado State Society, DAR, have followed the year’s 
theme, “The Fruits of Freedom,” in their programs. 

The State of Colorado, throughout 1959, is celebrating the 100th anniversary 
of its gold rush in a statewide program called the ‘‘Rush to the Rockies.” The 
Colorado Daughters are assisting by having chapter programs depicting Colorado 
history ; by contributing to the national program file at our headquarters a 3,000- 
word article covering the historic, the patriotic, educational, and recreational 
items of interest throughout the State and emphasizing the industrial and eco- 
nomic attractions of the State. 

The May issue of the DAR Magazine features Colorado and explains its attrac- 
tions. Advertising in the magazine amounted to over $1,000. The official seal of 
the ‘““Rush to the Rockies” appears in the magazine. Invitations to attend the 
festivities have been mailed to the members of the CAR throughout the United 
States. 

Conservation has been studied under such topics as billboards on the inter- 
state highways; transportation of migrant workers in the agricultural fields 
who assist in harvesting the crops; State parks and the operational expenses for 
the picnic and recreational facilities ; and destruction of city and private property 
to make way for new speedways. Additional conservation efforts included $110 
for speech lessons, $100 to assist a student, and the supplying of necessary 
articles to Veterans’ Administration hospitals. 

Bacone College and St. Mary’s High School were given clothing, money, and 
books. 

Two Americanism medals for adult naturalized citizens were awarded and 158, 
DAR manuals for-citizenship and over 990 small flags were given to new citizens. 
Prizes for Americanism essays in schools totaled over $150. An interestings 
study was made on the Immigration and Nationality Act. 

Publicity included 208 inches of print and 34 radio programs at an expense’ 
of $78.68. 

Our DAR approved schools benefited by cash contributions of $1,996. Our’ 
State pledge of donations to the DAR schools in South Carolina and Alabama a | 
met. 

Interest in CAR activities was sparked by the attendance of Mrs. Jobn w. 7 
Finger, senior national president, and David H. Kemker, national president, af 
a State gathering. 

A $100 U.S. savings bond and a DAR good citizen pin, gifts of the National 
Society, and a $25 U.S. savings bond, gift of the State Society, are given to the 
winner of the DAR good citizen contest held in the high schools. 

The Daughters have assisted in the restoration, staffing, maintaining, and cost! 
of museums in four towns in Colorado; have donated money, genealogical ree- 
ords, and books to local libraries and. the national DAR Library; and have 
studied the articles and pamphlets mailed from our national defense office in’ 
Washington. The State resolutions committee has held three meetings through 
the year with two more scheduled. This committee bases its facts on the mate- 
rial mailed from our national defense office. 

There are 5,403 members in the 152 junior American citizen clubs, which hold 
citizenship classes for children regardless of their race, ereed, or color. To 
schools and groups, 19 large flags and 344 flag codes were disrtibuted. ‘A pageant! 
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i telling of the history of the flag has been presented and numerous talks on the 
) flag have been given. 

| American History Month was proclaimed by the’ Governor, and there was

Support of the DAR Museum grows, with 50 of the 58 chapters donating cash 
and valuable gifts. 
The flag has been featured on all holidays by an increasing number of chap-

} Connecticut DAR sponsored an impressive program of Independence Day exer- 
#} cises at the State capitol, by invitation of the Governor. 
Programs that proved most popular were those on conservation, national 
defense, and American Indians. Many persons are aroused to a keener interest 
| in national defense as more programs completely devoted to that subject were 
reported than ever before. Many more chapters gave 10 minutes at each meet- 
| ing for mention of national defense; more contributions were made to ‘Dollars 
| for Defense;’ and a greater number of DAR good citizenship medals were 
/ awarded. 
| Membership records do not make Connecticut proud. A net loss of 90:mem- 
4| bers confronts us. Effort will change this state of affairs. 
Public relations and press notices make DAR programs more interesting to 
| the public, and transportation and safety programs help. Also radio and tele- 
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vision programs have proven valuable in increasing public knowledge of the 
work of our Society.

REPORT OF CUBA STATE REGENT 


Havana chapter reports a membership of 56. Nine meetings were held, all 
in accordance with chapter bylaws. 

The chapter sponsored programs for funds for educational purposes—$200 
for Tamassee and $300 used for local scholarships for two Cuban girls. 

The annual history and patriotic contest, which had been gaining in popular- 
ity, was not successful. Our problems arose from Americans who seemed to 
have a decided lack of understanding of our heritage, for which the DAR 
so proudly stands. 

An English language newspaper took exception to the resolutions of the 67th 
Congress. 

The head of a private school, following the line of the publisher, sent a 
letter to parents of students eligible for the contest, stating that he could 
not give school support because of the DAR resolutions.

REPORT OF DELAWARE STATE REGENT 


The Delaware State Society, DAR, can report excellent work in the third and 
last year of this regime. 

Contributions have been made in money, clothing, and Christmas boxes to the 
Indian schools, Crossnore, and our own Tamassee and Kate Duncan Smith 
schools. 

We had a gain in schools participating in DAR good citizens program. The 
theme was “Should the Fifth Amendment Be Revised.” Three prominent citizens 
acted as judges and prizes of a $100 U.S. savings bond, a $25 U.S. savings 
bond; and $10 cash were awarded the three winners at our State conference. 

Our ninth volume of Delaware bible records is in progress. 

National defense has played a prominent part in all chapter programs this 
year. Material from our national committee has been available to members at 
chapter and State meetings. Mental health data has been discussd and in- 
vestigated. Constitution Week was observed throughout Delaware by procla- 
mations, window displays, and chapter programs. 

Great interest has been and is being shown in naturalization of new citizens. 


Two of our members teach citizenship classes and assist these pupils outside — 


of regular classes. 
Many fine programs featuring important speakers and films have been given 


on conserving our natural resources; promoting feeding of birds during the cold — 


months of the year, etc. Water pollution of an important river in Delaware 
has also been studied and additional information on the problem has been 
requested. 

Our CAR is gaining rapidly, bearing out our slogan “CAR in Delaware is on 


the march.” Additional members and one new CAR chapter are interested, | 


enthusiastic, and working on national projects. 

Excellent publicity has been given all DAR activities by newspapers, radio, 
and television. We are fortunate in having interested and sympathetic people 
cooperating with our chairman along publicity lines. 

Two genealogy reference books and several booklets and pamphlets of general 


interest were presented to the DAR Library. Delaware scenes were photo- | 
graphed and slides (60) with script entitled “Delaware, the First State’ and an — 
article on our State’s historic and other points of interest were sent to the Na- — 
tional Society. The first “Delaware DAR News” and a 50-year history of the 


Delaware State Society were printed and published. 
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We have promoted historical tours and programs and have had broadcasts on 
historical anniversaries. A proclamation on American History Month was issued 
by our Governor. 

Deserving young people with limited funds but ambitions for higher education 
are taking advantage of the student loan fund. Finances in this account are in 
a healthy state and borrowed moneys are being repaid at regular intervals. 

Delaware’s first State regent had a son killed in the Spanish-American War. 
His family established a fund, the income of which could be used as a memorial 
to him. This memorial is called the Lt. Clarke Churchman award. As the in- 
come is not always sufficient, the State society voted years ago to make the 
prize up to $25. This amount is given each May at the University of Delaware 
to a student having the highest proficiency in military science and tactics. This 
past year our State society presented to the university a beautiful plaque de- 
picting all the winners’ names and year of award since the memorial was 
inaugurated.

REPORT OF DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA STATE REGENT 


The following report reflects the accomplishments of the District of Columbia 
State Society with its 60 chapters and nearly 4,000 members. The work of the 
Society is mainly devoted to the attainment of the national objectives, which are 
historical, patriotic, and educational. 

Educational endeavors are principally directed toward the 18 DAR nationally 
endorsed or approved schools. Among these schools are Tamassee in South 
Carolina and Kate Duncan Smith in Alabama, both fully owned and operated 
by the Daughters of the American Revolution to bring educational facilities of 
high standards to an area almost entirely lacking these privileges. Toward this 
work the District of Columbia Daughters last year contributed over $18,000 in 
eash and clothing. 

In accordance with its annual program, the DAR good citizens committee hon- 
ored a senior girl chosen by her fellow students and faculty in each of the 13 
high schools in the District of Columbia. 

Two Indian schools, Saint Mary’s High School and Bacone College, received 
cash, clothing, and supplies valued at $1,318.48. 

George Washington University administers an endowment fund, the interest 
from which provides a $400 scholarship each year. In addition to the endowment 
fund, a student loan fund of $1,431.68 is available. 

To train boys and girls in the duties and responsibilities of good citizens, 
Junior American citizens clubs are conducted in elementary and junior high 
‘}schools. There are currently 19 such clubs with a membership of 640. The 
‘lsum of $350 has been donated for the camp fund to provide 2 weeks at camp 
‘} for selected members of the clubs. 

: Historical tours for schoolchildren were arranged by the State historian. 
Twenty historical and educational films were shown to approximately 3,500 
students. 

Constitution Day was observed with an appropriate program attended by 
members of all chapters, the Children of the American Revolution, and the 
public. 

The State librarian obtained for the 12th consecutive year all the rare books 
requested by the national DAR Library; in addition, she secured 78 other rare 
books and pamphlets. ‘ 

The genealogical records committee made a survey of unpublished material 
and 483 books were indexed. The sum of $208 was contributed to the biblio- 
graphical index program and six bound volumes of Bible, cemetery, and court, 
and family records were presented, as well as 841 pages of mimeographed ma- 
terial and five photostats of will and. country records. 

Our principal patriotic work is directed by the national defense committee. 
| Fifty-six chapters had national defense programs, and 52 DAR good citizenship 
medals were awarded to junior high school students and a student in the 
‘| Capitol Page School. 

All new citizens were addressed by a member of the Americanism committee 
at the naturalization court. The District DAR supported a table at the Ameri- 
canization school bazaar and about $300 was turned over for the welfare work 
| of the school. In addition, a Christmas party was given for the students at 
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the school. Most chapters participated, and all refreshments and talent for 
the program were supplied by the DAR. There were 677 copies of the DAR 
manual for citizenship distributed. Two Americanism medals were awarded 
to adult naturalized citizens. 

The flag committee presented 52 of the 48-star flags to Scout Troops, Brownies, 
Camp Fire Girls, and other groups. Many flag presentations are pending since 
many are waiting until the 50-star flags are available and may be displayed 
legally. 

The chapter house at 1732 Massachusetts Avenue, NW., owned and operated 
by the District DAR was the scene of 458 separate activities this year. 

The State Society, throughout the year, has maintained excellent relations 
with other civic and patriotic groups, the Board of Commissioners, the public 
school system, radio and television stations, and the public in general. We 
believe that we have substantially contributed to the attainment of our objectives. 
as responsible American citizens.

REPORT OF ENGLAND STATE REGENT 


The time allotted being short, I will confine myself to a brief account of an 
impressive and moving ceremony at which I had the honor of representing the 
National Society. 

This was the dedication on November 26 of the American Memorial Chapel at 
St. Paul’s Cathedral in the presence of Her Majesty the Queen, the Duke of 
Edinburgh, Vice President and Mrs. Nixon, the U.S. Ambassador, ministers of 
church and state, and a large and distinguished congregation, including a 
number of relatives of our men whose lives had been sacrificed in the two World 
Wars. 

The chapel, built entirely from funds given by British donors, is at the back 
of the newly restored high altar, consecrated at the same ceremony. In it on a 
marble pillar, rests the beautiful Roll of Honor presented in July 1951. 

The Bishop of London made the dedication; the Queen unveiled the memorial 
inscription; the dean of St. Paul’s gave the address; the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury pronounced the blessing. After “Taps” and “Reveille” by a trumpeter of 
the Household Cavalry, the ““Battle Hymn of the Republic” was sung, folowed 
by the two national anthems which closed a unique and memorable service. 

I regret that time does not permit more than a passing reference to the gift 
from the Queen to St. George’s Chapel and Pocahontas Memorial Church at 
Gravesend of the gold paten and chalice presented to Her Majesty by the people 
of Virginia on her visit there a year ago.

REPORT OF FLORIDA STATE REGENT 


The Florida State Society, NSDAR, has 5,214 members in 68 chapters and 122 
members-at-large, making a total membership of 5,336, the largest in the history 
of the State society. Twonew chapters were organized this year. 

The three major objectives of the National Society—historical, educational, 
and patriotic—have been stressed and adhered to in the program and work of 
the Florida DAR. All chapters used the theme ‘Fruits of Freedom” during the 
year. 

Seven highly successful and well attended district meetings were held 
throughout the State last fall to disseminate information concerning the work } 
of the National Society directly to the members. The State regent, State offi- © 
cers, and State chairmen traveled more than 1,500 miles to conduct these 
meetings. 

Two major objectives were accomplished this year. One was the dedication 
and permanent placing of the Ribault monument at the Fort Caroline National 
Memorial on its removal from another site near Mayport, Fla. It was first erected 
by the State society in 1924 to commemorate the landing of the French in Florida 
in 1562. The second major objective was the State DAR project of the State 
regent—the construction of walks and a wrought iron railing at the Allene 
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)Wilson Groves cottage for little girls at Tamassee DAR school. This project is 
costing $1,830. 
The DAR-approved schools received in cash $2,947.60, with gifts of clothing 
jand supplies valued at $7,327.75. 
| The Florida Daughters have generously supported other projects, including 
ithe American Indians who received $539.85 in cash, of which $774.35 of this 
amount was given to the Florida Seminoles for the public school and college 
scholarship funds. Clothing, materials, and vitamins valued at $1,962 also were 
sent to the Florida Seminoles. 
| Florida’s historical activity included historic marker placing and commem- 
jorating the camp site of the Seminole Indian vilage of Chief Tallahassee near 
jLake Wales; relocating the old Fort Lauderdale monument marking the site 
Hof the fort, built in 18388, to a more prominent place close by where it may be 
Biseen by all who pass; and restoring plaques on other historic monuments in 
| Florida. 
| The NDAR Museum has received from Florida Daughters 23 valuable, his- 
itorical articles that included a sterling silver, gold-lined stamp box, the property 
jof Caroline Scott Harrison, the first president general. 
} Patriotic activity has been stressed through active national defense committee 
jchairmen. Ten minutes or more at each meeting of the chapters have been de- 
ivoted to national defense and legislation. Constitution Week and American 
| History Month were observed by all chapters. 
| The naturalization courts have been visited by members in the cities where 
;courts are held; and 199 flags and 338 welcome cards were given to new citizens, 
1A total of 1,064 DAR manuals for citizenship were distributed to public schools, 
public libraries, citizenship classes, and GI brides. Four DAR Americanism 
jmedals were presented to four worthy and outstanding naturalized citizens; one 
; of these was presented to Mrs. Peter G. Caravasios of Miami, who has given 
|} 44 years of patriotic service since becoming naturalized in 1914. 
i The State DAR genealogical library, located in Orlando, received considerable 
;contributions in cash and books. From the cash contributions, genealogical 
; books costing $200 will be purchased for the library.

) The Rochambeau chapter has held regular monthly meetings. In addition 
ito the chapter and State regents, hostesses to the chapter have been the 
{Marquise de Rochambeau; Mrs. Morris Hughes, wife of our American consul 
igeneral; Countess Tolstoy, past regent ; and Madame de Coudekerque-Lambrecht, 
historian. 

Last October the Rochambeau chapter entertained the soldiers of the United 
iService Organization at their hospitality hour and sent them refreshments for 
/ their Christmas-tree party. 
| The Count de Trudon, president of the Paris chapter of the Children of the 
American Reyolution, gave a very interesting talk at the home of the chapter 
regent on the CAR activities. ;

REPORT OF GEORGIA STATE REGENT 


Georgia has 88 chapters and a total membership of 6,212, showing a net 
increase of 70 members. The junior members, between the ages of 18 and 35, 
have shown an increase of 53 new members, with 12 papers pending. 

A reproduction of the only known genuine portrait of Button Gwinnett, one 
of Georgia’s three signers of the Declaration of Independence, was presented 
to the Georgia State Society. This handsome reproduction has been placed in 
the Georgia room in the DAR Administration Building. 

The Georgia State Society presented to the State of Georgia to be placed 
in the Georgia Hall of Fame the busts of Abraham Baldwin and William Few, 
Georgia’s signers of the Constitution. 

The observance of Constitution Week was initiated by the National Society, 
DAR. Churches, schools, newspapers, libraries, banks, radio and television 
stations, merchants, and youth organizations were urged to assist in reminding 
the American public of the blessings of liberty under our Constitution. 

Georgia’s colonial motto ‘Not for Ourselves but for Others,” could well apply 
to Georgia’s interests in the DAR approved schools program, established for 
underprivileged children. The total amount of cash contributed to all schools 
was $7,641.65; boxes of clothing valued at $10,129 were sent; and 68 chapters 
provided scholarships totaling $3,404. The special State projects this year were 
the furnishing of a room in the Allene Wilson Groves Cottage for Little Girls 
at the Tamassee School; the completion of the $5,000 Thigpen scholarship fund 
at Tamassee by contributions this year of $1,003.50; and the enclosing of a 
passageway at the Kate Duncan School at a cost of $500. One chapter fur- 
nished the house mother’s room at Tamassee, and another presented the school 
a sterling silver coffee service in honor of a past vice president general, Mrs. 
Henry Allen Ironside, who has been a devoted supporter of the school, 

The past year has been one of renewed interest in the American Indians. 
Attention was focused on the completion of work at Etowah Mounds; the resto- 7 
ration of the Vann House, the finest home in the Cherokee Nation, built by the 
controversial Scotch-Cherokee town chieftain, ancestor of the late Will Rogers; 7 
the purchase of land near Columbus for the rebuilding of the Uchee Village; 
and the extensive excavations by the Smithsonian Institution in Stewart County 
and on the Chattahoochee River. 

A new project of the Americanism committee is the medal awarded to adult 
naturalized citizens who have demonstrated outstanding service and patriotism. 
Such medals have been presented to eight naturalized American patriots, who 
received them with humble gratitude. 

American History Month was proclaimed by the Governor and mayors over the 
State. A special project was the writing of essays on Theodore Roosevelt. 

Conservation of natural resources was promoted by offering prizes, giving 
books on conservation to school libraries, donating 51,000 pine seedlings, and 
distributing 600 booklets on forest fire prevention. A total of 4,989,559 pine 
seedlings were planted as a reforestation memorial to Theodore Roosevelt, and 
15,780 acres of land were reclaimed. 

An outstanding contribution on American music was the presentation of the 
“Centennial Ode,” words by Sidney Lanier and music by Dudley Buck. This 
ode had been commissioned by the U.S. Congress to be performed in Philadelphia 
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| for the centennial celebration of 1876. A photostatic copy was made of the score, 

} which is out of print. The proceeds from the performance were used for one boy 

} at Berry School and another boy at a music camp.

| these plans. At this time three “firsts’ came to light: First, the DAR is the 
| first, or one of the first women’s organizations in the islands; second, DAR is 
} the first American organization in Hawaii, as it was organized 1 year before 
) annexation; third, DAR is the first to use the word “State”? as we were soon 
| called Hawaii State NSDAR. 
As of February 1, 1959, Hawaii had two chapters with 172 members. 
i; ©The genealogical records chairman reports that five books and other material 
} and indexes were added to the genealogical collection at the Library of Hawaii; 
| $10 was given toward the national project of the bibliographical index; and 
| the index of ancestors whose descendents have lived or are living in the 
| Hawaiian Islands has been typed and sent to headquarters in Washington. 
The chairman of the Americanism and DAR manual for citizenship com- 
| mittees was present at two final hearings of the circuit court on Maui when 88 
} persons were granted citizenship. She spoke a few words of welcome and 
; each new citizen was presented with a card of congratulations from the DAR. 
Our approved schools report shows $25 for St. Mary’s, $10 for Kate Duncan 
Smith, and $15 for Tamassee. 
The student loan fund has 13 loans outstanding, with one loan increased to 
| $1,000. The loan fund has total assets of $14,000. 
One chapter reports that some aspect of our national defense policies was 
| inherent in the program of each regular meeting. The other chapter presented 
4 34 DAR good citizenship medals to pupils at graduation time. 
Constitution Week was proclaimed by the Governor, the mayor of Honolulu,

National. holidays were observed. One chapter had a flag booth at the 
Fourth of July celebration. 
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The oldest chapter in Idaho celebrated its 50th anniversary on November 
14, 1958. 

The two State projects were to collect kodachrome slides for the national 
program chairman and to purchase five chairs for the Idaho box at Constitution 
Hall. 

Larry Jim Welch of Casper, Wyo., graduating midshipman of the University 
of Idaho, received the DAR annual naval ROTC award for his leadership 
and officerlike qualities. 

Miss Gerri Gene Bartz of Pocatello was the State winner of the DAR good 
citizen contest. 

Gov. Robert KE. Smylie proclaimed September 17-23 as Constitution Week 
and February as American History Month. Many mayors issued similar 
proclamations.

REPORT OF ILLINOIS STATE REGENT 


American history has been emphasized by the awarding of history medals and 
certificates, awarding prizes for essay contests, marking of Revolutionary graves, 
presentation of framed copies of the Constitution and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, window displays, proclamations, and programs. Discussion groups 
have studied textbooks being used in public schools. 

All of the requested books for the DAR Library have been secured. Books 
have been given to hospitals, schools, and libraries, including the DAR Library. 
Money, clothing, and gifts have been sent to the Indian missions, Bacone College, 
St. Mary’s School for Girls, and to Illinois’ special project, the American Indian 
Center in Chicago. 

The use of American music has been encouraged in chapter programs. The 
Illinois chorus made its first appearance at the 1959 State conference. 

More than 8,000 DAR manuals for citizenship have been distributed and mem- 
bers have assisted in citizenship classes and at the naturalization courts. Chap- 
ters have promoted Americanism by working at the polls, holding Constitution 
study groups, writing to Federal and State legislators, and participating in 
various community activities, including civil defense. 

There has been a substantial increase in the presentation of national defense 
material. Most chapters have had material available at meetings and have 
had résumés of the 1958S resolutions. ‘There are study groups in 21 chapters. 

At the request of the chairman, the Governor proclaimed Constitution Week. 

Awards were given to more than 600 DAR good citizen girls. 

Financial contributions to the DAR approved schools amounted to $9,674. 
Christmas gifts and clothing for rummage sales were sent to several schools. 
Particular emphasis was given to Tamassee and Kate Duncan Smith DAR 
schools. The chapters were supplied with additional information about the 
schools through programs, some of which were illustrated. 

The natural resources of the country were protected by care given at the 
DAR plantation in the Shawnee National Forest. Petitions were sent to legisla- 
tors urging the preservation of the Indiana dunes and bogs in northern Illinois 
and the protection of mourning doves. There have been extensive planting of 
trees and multiflora roses. Conservation contests have been held to promote 
interest in schools, and programs have been given at chapters and schools. 

More than half the chapters have met the honor roll requirement of having at _ 
least 20 percent of the members subscribe to the DAR Magazine. Some antiques 
have been sent to the DAR Museum and the Illinois room has been redecorated. 

Members have subscribed to the motion picture guide and worked with loyal 
theaters to improve the quality of pictures being shown. 

There are 310 children who are members of 12 junior American citizens clubs. 

Junior members number more than 400, and undoubtedly there are more who 4} 
have not been reported. Juniors have served in many capacities and have raised | 
money by the sale of stationery. 

The membership is now 9,862, which is sligthly less than a year ago. 

Press publicity has amounted to 36,225 inches. Radio and TV programs have 
had announcements and pr ograms concerning DAR work. 

Approximately 700 flags of various sizes have been given. Chapters have sold 
flags and have promoted the correct display of the flag. 
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{| . Transportation has been furnished for chapter members to attend meetings of 
| chapters and divisions and the State conference. Travel information for Wash- 
| ington has been supplied. 
| . The 1880 census microfilms for about half of the counties in Illinois have been 
| purchased for the Newberry Library in Chicago. A contribution of $500 was 
; made to the classified bibliography fund from the proceeds of the sale of the 
}| Illinois ancestral directory. The names of members willing to serve as re- 
| searchers for genealogical work haye been obtained and sent to all chapter 
) registrars.

REPORT OF INDIANA STATE REGENT 


| It is with great pride that the achievements of the 7,368 members—including 
| 532 juniors—in Indiana’s 94 chapters are reported. 
| In the educational field, an objective of the national society, Indiana has con- 
} tributed $5,688.07 in cash to the DAR approved schools, including $1,000 for 
} enlargement of the milk shed at Kate Duncan Smith and $1,000 for study at

| In furthering the historical objective, American History Month was proclaimed 
| by the Governor; 125 historical programs were given on Roosevelt, Monroe, and 
/ Lincoln; and 300 American history certificates and 124 medals were awarded 
| to youngsters in lower grades. 
/ To our DAR Museum, $198.44 was contributed in excess of 2 cents per member 
/ on the State budget. Many gifts went to our Indiana room in Continental 
Hall. 
| Preserving our American heritage, 3,787 pages of genealogical records have been 
/ sent to national headquarters. A total of 29 books and 11 pamphlets went to 
} our national library, and 15 books and 20 pamphlets were sent to the State 
| library, making a total of $962.90 spent on library work. 
In the patriotic field, 5,783 minutes have been given in chapter meetings to 
| inform members on current national defense; 3,889 pieces of literature were dis- 
| tributed; 81 chapters observed Constitution Week, with the Governor and 37 
mayors issuing proclamations ; 349 flags and 3,211 flag codes were given to schools, 
) scouts, new citizens, libraries, and voting places; 1,536 DAR manuals for citizen- 
| ship were distributed at naturalization courts and night schools, and nine chap- 
| ters participated in court ceremonies. 
Four chapters ensembles are valuable DAR public relations; a State chorus 
| provided music for State conference, and 17 singers were in the chorus at conti- 
| nental congress. 
| Conservation is required by Indiana law to be taught in schools beginning in 
| the first grade, and this probably accounts for the interest in planting 54,468 
| trees, 12 in memory of Theodore Roosevelt; in feeding 2,087 birds and other 
wildlife; and in contributing $236 to award scholarships to teachers for Versailles 
| State Park workshop. 
| Our public relations work informed the public of DAR activities with 30,008% 
| inches of print in 126 daily and 86 weekly papers, 17 television programs, 1,289 
| spot announcements, and radio time of 514% hours—publicity with a total value 
of $12,056 contributed by 34 of Indiana’s stations. 
| Our records show 1,438 subscriptions to the DAR magazine. Copies of the 
magazine were placed in libraries, schools, offices, and hospitals. Indiana has 
| sponsored DAR magazine advertising in the total of $844.50 from 79 of our 
| 94 chapters. 
Seventy-seven chapter programs have followed the national theme ‘Fruits of 
| Freedom,” and 81 used suggestions from national headquarters. There are 41 
subscriptions to motion picture review, and several Daughters are represented 
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| Through our transportation chairman, 2,041 persons have been transported 
| to meetings and this has encouraged better attendance. 
Many chapters are on the honor roll, which shows cooperation in all our 
projects.

REPORT OF KANSAS STATE REGENT 


The third and last year of this administration has come to a close. Hach 

year has shown increased interest in the great projects of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, but in this last year the interest of our members 
‘has helped our society to achieve far more than in the other 2 years. Surely 
) this is a fitting finale for any administration. 
There has been a continued interest in placing our Kansas historical maps 
| in the sixth and seventh grades of our schools and in El Quartelejo, a his- 
torical site deeded to the Kansas Society a number of years ago. Within the 
last year an agreement was signed permitting the Scott County Historical 
Society to make excavations on the site and eventually to erect a pueblo, 
a replica of the one constructed there in the 17th century. 

Our State library, by action of our 60th State conference, was permanently 
placed in a private room in the Dodge City Library. The efficiency of our 
library has been greatly increased. The newly organized Genealogical Society 
of southwest Kansas has done much work to increase the availability of our 
library material. 

A careful revision of the State bylaws was made in accordance with a na- 
tional headquarters request of several years ago. With few amendments this 
revision was adopted by our last State conference. 

Gifts were made to all projects of the National Society. Generous gifts by 
chapters and individuals were made for the bibliographic index ; for scholar- 
ships at our own two schools; to the two schools for American Indians; and to 
our Kansas project, St. Francis Boys’ Home for delinquent boys. 

Forty-five chapters attained honor roll requirements, which means that three- 
fourths of our chapters were interested in projects considered important by the 
National Society. It also means that Kansas has increased its membership, 
' both adult and junior; that we have reached the goal set by the National So- 
ciety in magazine subscriptions and advertising; and that our interest in na- 
tional defense has met with the National Society’s hopes and plans. 

Our State chairman of Children of the American Revolution Committee re- 
ported definite progress this year. Interest has been aroused to the extent that 
many DAR chapters which do not sponsor a CAR chapter are cooperating on a 
statewide basis. 

-There was great interest in the DAR good citizen awards. A scholarship was 
awarded the top DAR good citizen at our State conference. 

Our theme for the year, “Fruits of Freedom,” proved to be a workable and 
productive one for the Kansas State DAR.

REPORT OF KENTUCKY STATE REGENT 


Kentucky’s 4,626 members in 73 chapters (2 newly organized) have been 
active in all phases of DAR work. 

- Constitution Week and American History Month were proclaimed by Gov- 
ernor Chandler and each event received statewide observance. 

The Anne Duncan House restoration, a portion of the historic pioneer center 
and DAR shrine, was begun and completed during this administration. Within 
past years over 4,000 visited the shrine, including persons from 20 foreign 
countries. : ; 

Continuing to promote history, chapters awarded 62 American history certifi- 
cates and 98 medals; presented 167 historical programs; conducted 79 tours for 
adults and students; had 93 historical broadcasts; and placed two historic 
markers. Eighteen schools participated in the historical essay contest, with a 
Kentucky girl being one of the national grand award winners. Members lo- 
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cated 23 graves of Revolutionary soldiers, marking 5, and located 20 graves of — 
wives and daughters, marking 4. One chapter prevented the sale of a Revolu- 
tionary soldier’s tombstone. 

Our State librarian sent to the DAR Library 2 requested books, 39 addi- 
tional books, and pamphlets. A bookcase section, costing $155, was presented 
to the DAR Library in honor of the State regent and her board. Nine bound 
volumes of 1,613 typed pages of genealogical records were sent to State and 
National libraries. 

Seven chapters worked with the naturalization courts, presenting 267 DAR 
manuals for citizenship, an equal number of small flags, and numerous Bibles. 
The first DAR Americanism medal awarded in the State was given by a chapter 
to an outstanding woman naturalized citizen. 

American Indians were remembered with money, clothing, and scholarships. 
Contributions of money and scholarships sent to DAR-approved schools totaled 
$1,450, while the clothing sent had a value of $1,180. Annually, the Kentucky 
Society gives two $150 scholarships to DAR-approved schools within the State, 
one to Berea, and one to Hindman. Chapters award additional chapter scholar- 
ships to other Kentucky schools. Five approved school libraries received books 
and $20 each. 

We have 20 active CAR societies with 331 members. Two societies are organ- 
izing. Our junior membership, totaling 195, contributes to the Helen Pouch 
scholarship fund. Junior members serve as State chairmen, chapter Chairmen, 
and work with the CAR. 

Young students were helped toward better citizenship through 87 junior Ameri- 
can citizen clubs having a membership of 2,836. Members were winners of DAR 
national awards. Certificates were presented to 165 DAR good citizens, with a 
U.S. savings bond awarded the State winner. 

Conservation was strongly espoused through chapter programs. ‘There were 
4,402 trees planted on private farms, and 26,500 trees planted in one county by 
tree farmers. 

DAR Magazine subscriptions were contributed by members to 71 schools, 30 
libraries, and 5 bookmobiles. For 2 consecutive years the national first place 
award was received for work by this committee. 

Chapter members taking increased interest in correct use of the DAR insignia 
made it possible for Kentucky to win the national first place award, a bronze 
plaque. 

Our DAR Museum received a silver spoon belonging to Martha Strode, who was 
born in Virginia in 1770 and who died in Kentucky in 1855. 

Kentucky members continue active in national defense work with chapter, 
radio, and TV programs. The State Society contributed $100 toward “Dollars 
for Defense” and awarded 132 DAR good citizenship medals. 

Motion picture guides and reviews were placed in schools and libraries. A 
total of 404 members participated in 248 radio broadcasts and 1 TV program. 
There were 387 spot announcements. Kentucky’s DAR activities received good 
press coverage in 74 daily and 56 weekly papers with 10,691 inches of print and 
127 pictures with space of 970 inches. 

Members stress correct use and display of the flag; 375 small flags and 8 
large flags were given. Many chapters plan to acquire and donate new flags this 
year.

REPORT OF LOUISIANA STATE REGENT 


The year 1958-59 is one of particular significance to the Louisiana Daughters 
of the American Revolution, for it is the 50th anniversary of the Louisiana 
State conference.

We have worked with and given financial assistance to Children of the Ameri- 
ran Revolution. 

;} Our annual DAR good citizens pilgrimage was held in Baton Rouge. An 
pxamination on history or civics was held, and the winner of the competition.

| During the year just past, Maine DAR distributed 55 flags of different sizes. 

| The theme of the present State administration is “A Renewed Crusade” for:

An awakened interest in the Constitution and in the words of Theodore Roose: 
velt, and others whose anniversaries have been celebrated, has been shown in. 
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chapter programs and in the schools where 31 American history awards were 
given. 

A Maine DAR member was elected to the State senate to serve her second 
term. She is Mrs. Hazel C. Lord of Cumberland County, and Maine DAR 
watches her work in education and in institutions with pride and gratitude. 
Senator Lord instituted Maine’s bookmobile, a godsend to rural communities. 
Children crowd around the bookmobile and men ask for technical enlightment. 
One man asked for, and received, directions for dynamiting the rocks in his 
field. Senator Lord, as State chairman of the Americanism Committee, is in 
the picture of the Governor signing the proclamation for American History 
Month. 

The Bangor Public Library has had Maine genealogical records microfilmed. 
This is the second year of this fortunate gift, which makes a total of 19,175 
exposures. 

The “Renewed Crusade” theme included music. The State chairman gave 
“Nordica” programs the latter part of 1958 and is now giving musicales of com- 
positions by Carrie Jacobs Bond and Ethelbert Nevin. Maine DAR has several 
members who are graduates of the New England Conservatory of Music, and 
they are aroused to the effect of good music in making a good community. A 
play with music, written and performed in Rockland, Maine, is the story of 
Deborah Sampson, a girl who actually served in the Revolution. ‘Portrait of. 
Deborah” is creating quite a furor for Lady Knox chapter, Maine Daughters 
of the American Revolution.

REPORT OF MARYLAND STATE REGENT 


With the “Fruits of Freedom” as an inspiring keynote, Maryland’s 34 chap- 
ters with a membership of 2,010 found pleasure in cooperating with all National 
and State committees. 

The usual summer activities of committee meetings set in motion the plans for 
the new roster; plans for Flag Day, June 14, to decorate the Revolutionary sol- 
diers’ graves in Westminster churchyard and Old St. Paul’s Cemetery ; and plans 
for the State chairman’s meeting, heid on Constitution Day, September 17. 

Maryland’s State board meetings are unique in that all chapter regents and 
State officers have a monthly contact. These meetings have been well attended, 
with interest and enthusiasm outstanding; consequently there has been much 
business transacted, information exchanged, and many detailed reports filed. 

We can be proud of our many accomplishments during this past year; in fact, 
we have made some outstanding contributions. Valuable genealogical records 
have been indexed and made usable by the State chairman and her committee, 
with many hours of tedious work being spent to complete the task. 

It is my pleasure to report that our State project of furnishing a room in the 
Allene Wilson Groves Cottage for Little Girls at Tamassee has become a reality 
under the direction of the chairman of our DAR-approved schools committee.

| Greetings from the Massachusetts Daughters, whose State is 10th in member- 
hip and 8th in number of chapters. A new chapter, located in West Brook- 
jeld, was organized this year with 24 members. 

} A statewide project in conservation met with the unanimous approval of the 
state conservation departments in both Massachusetts and Vermont. Money

| Forty-six large flags were presented to public schools, churches, town halls, 
ind scout troops. Thirty-four communities reported flag-raising ceremonies in 
heir local schools. 

© “Taunton Story,” a weekly historical broadcast sponsored by a local chapter 
j ith the cost paid by a local bank, was piped again this year into the grammar 
trades of the public schools. The narrator, a DAR member, described interest-

js held each year on the anniversary of Washington’s birth. A second wreath 
vas placed in the public gardens at the George Washington equestrian statue 


| Our State conference in March passed a resolution urging our Congressmen 
io establish a national historical park embracing the battle areas of April 19, 
L775, in Lexington, Lincoln, and Concord. This project is close to the hearts 
bf all Massachusetts Daughters and we join with the Sons of the American 
Revolution in our earnest wish for the adoption of this area as a national shrine. 
| There were 187 Revolutionary soldiers’ graves located and 13 historic mark- 
brs placed. A complete record of all official DAR markers, 1,540 in all, has 
peen typed and filed in our State headquarters. This data includes accurate 
information of all markers placed by Massachusetts Daughters since the organi- 
vation of our Society. 

| The recognition of February as American History Month is required accord- 
jing to a Massachusetts State law. The DAR awarded 98 American history 
bertificates and 92 American history medals. 

| Two Americanism medals have been awarded with appropriate ceremonies by 
two chapters to honor naturalized citizens who have made an outstanding record 
pf devotion to their adopted country. A total of 2,811 copies of our DAR manual 
for citizenship have been distributed. Constitution Week was widely observed 
and 162 DAR good citizenship medals were awarded, 19 more than last year. 

i In all, 222 high school senior girls were named DAR good citizens, 4 more 
than last year. The girls attended our State conference in Boston to hear a 
Special program; were entertained for luncheon at Old South Church; and were 
conducted on a tour of the State House while the house of representatives was 
in session. 

Thirteen new loans were given to students applying for aid from our student 
loan and scholarship fund. Twenty-seven loans were repaid in full this year; 
fd are outstanding. The usual amount of a loan is $300. A student may borrow 
up to $600 with no interest until after he has been graduated or has left school. 
Accumulated interest from the Edith Scott Magna fund made possible two £100 
scholarships to two girl students at American International College. 
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Chapter scholarships amounting to $750 were granted to boys and girls a 
Hillside School, American International College, and Crossnore. The sum @o 
$2,041 was sent to AIC (located in Springfield), with $1,925 of this amoun 
earmarked for much-needed repairs to the DAR girls dormitory, erected bj 
the Massachusetts Daughters in 1926, Hillside School for Boys, at Marlboro 
was given $2,417; and for our DAR schools in the South, $486 went to Ka 
Duncan Smith and $481 to Tamassee. 

Assistance to the young people of our approved schools is the most stimulatingy 
and satisfying of Massachusetts DAR activities.

REPORT OF MICHIGAN STATE REGENT 


Michigan has 4,594 members in 61 chapters. 
The State historian sent data on 18 cemetery records of Revolutionary War 
soldiers to the historian general. 
Michigan offered two $5 prizes for essay contests in fifth-sixth and seventh 
eighth grades, the subject being “Theodore Roosevelt.” 
Our State librarian secured six of the seven requested books. Eleven books® 
and many pamphlets were sent to the DAR Library, while many books and@™ 
nundreds of magazines were given to the State library and the marine and othe 
hospitals. We spent $113.46 on library work. 

Twelve Michigan Indian girls were aided financially so they could remain 
in high schools and colleges. Another Indian girl attends St. Mary’s in South 
Dakota. Cash in the amount of $1,024.96 was contributed for Indian students 
besides boxes of clothing and beads. Twenty chapters had programs on theg 
American Indians. . 

Every chapter had a chairman for Americanism and DAR manuals. In all 
1,273 manuals for citizenship were distributed, 39 chapters had programs, 1¢ 
worked with naturalization courts, 10 had teas for new citizens, and 57 prizes 
costing $174.85 were given for essays. The first new medal designed for nat 
uralized citizens was presented by a Michigan chapter; later, two more were 
given. 

Twelve DAR approved schools were aided financially with cash amounting to 
$8,608.10 and clothing valued at $4,337. At Tamassee one bedroom in the new 
cottage was furnished and the cost of the adjoining bathroom was contributed 
We paid for the repair of restrooms in the main building at Kate Duncan Smith 
A gift of $20,000 from one couple is to be used to build a cottage for boys. With 
the use of a $16,000 trust fund previously given, we hope construction can be 
started soon. 

Besides having on hand over $1,000, the price for planting 100 acres of pines 
by the U.S. Forest Service, Michigan gave over $100 to the State school fo 
the blind toward landscaping grounds around a new building. Ten chapters paid 
tuition for 12 teachers to attend the conservation school at Higgins Lake. 

Seniors from 306 high schools participated in the DAR good citizens program. 

In the DAR Magazine, 438 chapters palced $610 worth of advertisements; 36 of 
Swit chapters contributed to a 2-page picture and story of the new Mackinac 
‘Bridge. 

F Bais the work of the DAR Museum and “Friends of the Museum,” we sent 

By taking over an opening night in a Detroit theater, our junior membership’ 
committee raised money for its first State project—soundproofing the music room 
at a Duncan Smith—and had $276 more for the Helen Pouch scholarship 
fund. 

Chapters are nearly 100 percent in having chairmen of national defense; in 
devoting time to national defense reports each meeting ; in studying the national. 
resolutions; and in observing Constitution Week actively. Forty chapters had 
one or more entire programs on national defense; more distributed literature. 
We sent $273 to the DAR national committee of national defense and gave $111 
to our State DAR national defense committee. 

Fifty-two kodachrome slides with narrative and a State paper on “The Story” 
of Michigan” were sent to the national program committee.

REPORT OF MINNESOTA STATE REGENT 


Minnesota has 42 chapters with a membership of 1,822. The 64th annual 
State conference was heid in Minneapolis March 2-4, 1959. During the year 
he State regent was the speaker at 40 chapter meetings and conducted work- 
hops in the five districts throughout the State. 

Minnesota began a busy year with the Minnesota centennial in full swing. 
The major historical and educational project of our State Society is the opera- 
ion of Sibley House in Mendota, the home of the first governor and the seat 
f the first government of Minnesota. The Sibley House properties consist 
ff Sibley and Faribault Houses, a teahouse, caretakers cottage, coach house, 
restrooms, workshop, pumphouse, small operational buildings, and about 7 acres 
Sof ground. 

During the summer months, 22,228 persons visited the museums, more than 
@nalf this number being school children. Many came by bus from all parts of 
Bhe State. Guides gave talks to visitors, taking special care to inform the 
Behildren about items of historic interest. 

; The cost of operating the houses (excluding the teahouse) was $13,366.55. Of 
his amount, $4,912 was State appropriation for salary for caretaker and guides. 
embers give hundred of hours in supervising, planning, assisting with guid- 
Bing, and doing required clerical work. 

During Constitution Week, State DAR officers toured the State with procla- 
nations from the Governor and mayors. Window displays and our talks pro- 
laimed that so long as we govern our Nation by the letter and spirit of the 
Constitution and the Bill of Rights we can be sure that our Nation will grow 
n strength, wisdom, and freedom. 

At our request the Governor proclaimed February as American History month. 
Our contributions to the American Indians amounted to $1,648 in money and 
rifts. 

| Members worked with naturalization courts and new citizens. A total of 500 
DAR manuals for citizenship were presented. The DAR Americanism award 
was presented to Dr. Donald Cowling, a naturalized citizen. Many historical 
medais were awarded in the schools. From 119 DAR good citizens chosen by 
their respective schools, 7 were guests at State conference; the 3 top winners 
were given U.S. savings bonds in the amounts of $100, $50, and $25, respectively. 
Contributions to our DAR approved schools totaled $1,266 in cash and 1,345 
pounds of clothing valued at $2,149.60. 

An outstanding and interesting collection of Sandwich glass was presented 
(0 the DAR Museum honoring Mrs. 0. G. Wyman, organizing regent of Mon- 
ment chapter. 

Many flags were dedicated and presented to schools and youth groups. A 
large State flag and staff were sent to Constitution Hall in memory of Miss 
Minney Dilley, an honorary State regent. “ 

A former member, Maria Sanford, was immortalized by the placing of her 
Statue in Statuary Hall in’ Washington. Her apostrophe to the flag with its 
ringing message of patriotism will live forever in American hearts. 

One genealogy, ‘An Arnold Family Record,” was presented to the Historical 
Library. Thirty pages of bible records, five photostats, three pages of grave- 
stone records, and three pages from church records were sent to our genealogical 
ibrary in Washington. 

Included in our conservation program was the erection of a beautifully idl 
scaped memorial on Sibley House grounds “Honoring the Pioneer Woman of 
Minnesota 1840-1860.” 
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We supported the program of the Children of the American Revolutic 
worked with the Veterans’ Administration voluntary services committee, ar 
supported all civic and community projects.

REPORT OF MISSISSIPPI STATE REGENT 


The greatest interest manifested by the chapters of the Mississippi Society i 
the promotion of study and interest in American history among schoolchildrer 
There were 93 American history medals and 86 American history certificate 
given in the schools. There were 32 participants in the American history essa 
contest on the subject of Theodore Roosevelt, which honored the Roosevelt Cer 
tennial Year of 1958. Silver medals were presented by the State society to th 
winners in both categories, fifth and sixth grades, and seventh and eighth grades™ 

This year there was a brisk interest in the scrapbook contest of American 
history. A beautiful book was sent on to Washington for entry. The schoo 
child-winner in the State was awarded a silver American history medal. A spe 
cial award of a bronze American history medal was awarded a contestant for hi 
scrapbook on American Indians. 

In Mareh 1958, the Fort Rosalie Chapter placed a bronze plaque on the bri 
wall at “Rosalie,” historic house owned by the Mississippi Society DAR. Thi 
plaque, placed beside the bell from the battleship Mississippi, bears the names oi 
the men from Mississippi who served aboard the ship. The address was given 
by Rear Adm. Marcy M. Dupre, USN (ret.), who had served on the “Might 
Missy.” Rear Admiral Merrill of Natchez was present at the ceremonies. 

The handsome silver service presented by the State of Mississippi to th 
U.S.8S. Mississippi in 1908 was secured for the State through the efforts of th 
State historian with the help and cooperation of Congressman Frank Smitl 
and Gov. J. P. Coleman. When the grand old battleship was dismantled, th 
historian wrote to naval authorities and asked that all memorabilia be returne¢ 
to the State of Mississippi for preservation. The silver service is now in th 
Governor’s mansion in Jackson and will be placed in the museum in the Olé 
State Capitol as soon as that historic building is restored. 

The silver and copper punchbowl, tray, cups, and ladle presented to the U.S.S 
Mississippi in 1908 by the city of Natchez were also secured through the efforts} 
of the office of State historian. They were presented by the city to “Rosalie, 
historic shrine of the Daughters of the American Revolution in Natchez. 

The ship’s bell and a history of the U.S.S. Mississippi were also given top 
“Rosalie.” The bell was unveiled with ceremony in 1956 with Rear Admire 
Dupre giving the address. 

The Mississippi Society DAR spearheaded the movement to restore the Olé 
State Capitol in Jackson, and that movement is well on its way with restoratior 
work now in progress. 

The Society sponsored the restoration of the ancient little Presbyterian Church) 
built in 1829 at Rodney. The CAR and the Jackson Chapters have sponsored 
the restoration of the Chapel of the Cross, Episcopal Church, in Madison County 

Interest in February as American History Month is and has been active 
Mississippi has not proclaimed American History Month because our present 
Governor has preferred to make no proclamations during his term of office 
However he has written the historian and the Society a letter in which he ex 
presses approval of and best wishes for our efforts in behalf of American His-) 
tory Month, and wishes us “success in establishing February as American His 
tory Month all over the Nation.”

REPORT OF MONTANA STATE REGENT 


Montana DAR, with 700 members in 15 chapters, supports the whole program: 
of the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution. 

The interest of Montana Daughters in our youth was shown through contribu-. 
# tion of scholarships and clothing to our Indian schools, with special emphasis: 

for the Montana and Canadian Indians. Our DAR-approved schools benefited: 
in the amount of over $250 in cash and clothing. 

All chapters have American music in their programs. 

Ten chapters attended naturalization courts and presented manuals, flags, 
and welcome cards to new citizens. Six chapters sponsored American history 
essays in schools. Four chapters had radio programs. Ten chapters had Amer- 
icanism programs. The sum of $44 was contributed toward work with the 
® veterans hospital at Fort Harrison. 

|. Nine chapters had conservation programs; three chapters had field trips to 
study conservation; and six chapters studied State and National conservation 
legislation and water pollution problems. 
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Twenty-nine DAR good citizens were sponsored by 14 of our 15 chapters. 
State good citizen award was a $75 U.S. savings bond. 

Many chapters have given time and service to their local museums, and fivi 
chapters contributed to the museum fund. 

Chapters are preserving genealogical records by copying or microfilming, ant 
85.5 percent of the chapters are credited nationally with $100 for contribution 
to the classified index of bibliography and history. The State chairman hi 
started a file of records of membership ancestry, copies of family Bibl 
records, and other data that are kept and added to from year to year. 

Qur junior American citizens clubs with 1,767 members are directed by thre 
chapters. A doll dressed as Mary Todd Lincoln was submitted in the JAC 
contest of dolls dressed as First Ladies. 

Total number of junior members in the State is 10, with 2 junior membe 
serving as chapter regents. An exhibit sponsored by the junior membe 
brought in $55 for the Helen Pouch scholarship fund. 

Membership as of February 1, 1959, was 700. In addition, there are si 
members-at-large. Thisis a gain of 10 over last year. 

Eleven chapters allow from 5 to 30 minutes for national defense at eve 
meeting. Three chapters gave dollars to defense, 11 held special observance 
of Constitution Week, 12 reported seeking information about candidates they 
voted to support, 6 had a mental health program, and 5 reported reading schoc 
texts. 

Total inches of publicity in newspapers and magazines was 2.564. There were 
39 pictures. One press scrapbook was sent to the State conference. 

All chapters used the theme “Fruits of Freedom” in their yearly programs. 

We have a scholarship fund of $5,525. One loan of $250 was made, and a gift 
of $150 was presented to students. . 

Emphasis is being placed on proper flag etiquette. Eleven chapters reported 
displaying flags on national holidays. Flag talks were given to Cub Scouts 
and other organiaztions. 

An historical marker at old Fort Assiniboine near Havre, Mont.. was dedicates 
hy Assiniboine Chapter on November 2, 1958. 

A copy of the Montana Historical Magazine is sent to the DAR Library each 
year. One chapter sent four microfilms to the DAR Library. The sum of $44 
was contributed toward the work of the library. 

Constitution Week and American History Month were proclaimed by the 
Governor and observed by all chapters.

REPORT OF NEBRASKA STATE REGENT 


Because we believe national defense means survival, Nebraska Daughters 
gave 39 programs and 53 hours to this committee, and this topic was used fo 
the addresses by the State regent at chapter visits. 

Because our children and youth are our greatest assets, we have 165 CAR’s, 
92 DAR good citizens participants, and 1,933 members of junior American 
citizens clubs. We made 24 student loans. Our motion picture, TV, and radio 
committees are making every effort to curb films and programs with horror and 
excessive shooting. 

Because conservation means continued food production, lands owned by 
Nebraska Daughters have 6,390 acres under improvement, including leveling, 
terracing, drainage, improved pastures, strip cropping, contouring, and summe 
fallow. 

Because we believe the DAR-approved schools our most important project, 
we gave $1,051 in cash and clothing and gifts valued at $1,330: purchased a¥ 
sound projector for Kate Duncan Smith; and gave scholarships amounting to 
$355 | 


Because we believe in telling the public what tthe Daughters do, we bought 
2% pages of advertising in the DAR Magazine and had 2,595 inches of story 
material and 104 pictures in State newspapers. 

Because we believe numbers in our ranks are important, we stressed mem- 
bership. We show a net gain of nine members and have one chapter in the 
process of organization.

Two documents were pre 
sented to the repository of Americana, Several schools participated in the 
Theodore Roosevelt essay and American history scrapbook contests. The north- 
eastern division winner, from New Hampshire, won honorable mention in the 
national contest. 

A committee—appointed by the State regent—consisting of the present hi 
torian, newly elected historian, and four members was authorized to compile 
supplement 11, 1940, of the New Hampshire State history of DAR. 

For the third year the New Hampshire Society authorized the State historian, 
working in cooperation with the State chairman of national defense, to have 
a booth at the Deerfield Fair. Nearly 200 copies of the leaflet ‘“‘How to Be- 
come a Member” were given to interested visitors. The most rewarding moment 
came when an older man approached our booth, knelt before it, and in broken 
English expressed gratitude with tears in his eyes for his newly acquired 
American citizenship and for his humble, yet great, respect for the U.S. flag 
displayed at our table. Needless to say, we were all deeply touched.

The set consists of a valuable index of Revolutionary 
military and civil service patriots and contributors of supplies and other aid 
during the period. It is hoped this will be a further means of supplying proof 
for applicants. We have also contributed toward the genealogical and _ bio- 
graphical index and towards preservation of lineage books. 
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4) Our Americanism program has advanced in activity with more than 5,000 DAR 
anuals for citizenship presented in naturalization courts.

REPORT OF NEW YORK STATE REGENT 


There has been a most gratifying increase in all fields of endeavor. New Yo 
DAR now has 179 chapters with a membership of 14.455. Meeting attendance 
has been augmented by the service of the transportation committee and by mor 
carefully planned programs based on the objectives of the National Society. Th 
use of television and radio has kept our committees informed about our patri 
otic work. A total of 175 broadcasts, 967 spot announcements, and 27 telecast 
had a total valuation of $97,120. Newspaper publicity amounted to 52,38 
inches. The national defense program was furthered through distribution ¢c 
literature and contributions for the program. 

Motion pictures were used for promulgating the patriotic study recommende 
by the National Society. The Motion Picture Review, placed in schools ar 
libraries, is fast becoming a guide for communities for the selection of pictures. 

Through the media of genealogical records, of which 2.112 pages of indexe 
material were bound this year, and through the location of graves of Revolution 
ary soldiers the National Society was aided in its research department. Throngl 
the Empire State News and the DAR Magazine, members were Kept informed 
lof the current projects of our DAR Society. Copies of each were placed i 
libraries and schools for use as reference. Bookshelves were placed in com 
munity libraries as memorials, and members have guided the selection of book 
by this method. Three chapters own and operate the only public library in thei 
towns. ; 

During Constitution Week, 104 chapters made historical pilgrimages in whi 
2.100 persons participated. Over 4,000 children were taken on historical tours. 
For the first time, February was proclaimed American History Month in Ne 
York State by Governor Rockefeller. The month was celebrated by chapte 
with excellent window displays, publicity. and broadcasts. The chapters pre 
sented 463 DAR good citizenship medals, 202 American history medals, and 41: 
certificates, many as awards to the winners of the Theodore Roosevelt essay cor 
test in which 3.000 students participated. A total of 590 DAR good citizenshifg 
medals were awarded to participants in the essay contest on “The Dignity of 
Man in Our Republic.” A $50 U.S. savings bond was awarded the winner iz 
each of the nine judicial districts. Over $9.000 was contributed by the chapte 
for the restoration and maintenance of historic buildings. About $1,100 was 
given for the American history scholarship fund. 

Our Americanism program was outstanding. Several members taught at 

‘night schools for prospective new citizens and many Visited the naturalization 
courts, where 783 flags, 1.624 welcome cards, and 11,398 gifts were presente 
to new citizens. In all 584 Americanism prizes were given to individuals i 
schools, 4,023 DAR manuals for citizenship were issned and $2.522 was sperié 
Nearly 600 schoolchildren entered an essay contest on “What the Flag Means 
to Me.” The prize was a $50 U.S. savings bond. 

Enthusiasm was shown in the presentation of American music. Chapte 
awarded prizes to children, invited schoolchildren to present programs, anc 
submitted material for the New York State musical directory. 

Conservation was an integral part of many community programs. Films, 
radio programs, and newspaper articles informed the public regarding State 
and National legislation and water and soil conservation. Birds were fed; 28,44 
trees were planted: and Christmas trees were donated to churches. Three boys 
were sent to a conservation camp. 

The CAR now numbers 1,418 members in 58 societies. The junior Americar 
citizens committee has a membership of 1,769 in the schools. Our junior mem- 
bership group, with 1,585 members supplied a 40-piece marching band - 5 
Tamassee. 
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Discussions on Indian legislative problems were held. Scholarship funds of 
31 for Bacone College and $923 for St. Mary's were raised. Scholarship funds 
md gifts totaling $917 were raised for New York State Indians. 
The 13 DAR approved schools touch the hearts of all members. Contributions 
Mtaling $29.416 were given for scholarships, the Allene Wilsom Groves Cottage 
Little Girls, repairs on the New York cottage at Tamasse_ and for 2 farm 
ic . and dishwasher at Kate Duncan Smith. Nearly £500 pounds of used 
othing valued at 313.870 were shipped to these schools. 
gal an extensive program there was developed a far greater community

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REPORT OF OKLAHOMA STATE REGENT 


All objectives of the National Society have been stressed during this adminis: 
tration, with particular emphasis being placed upon genealogical research ar 
programs. The research was conducted to recruit members for the State society 
and the program was conducted to keep them after they join. Our State Socie 
has followed the pattern of the National Society, which has had almost 500,00 
members since its organization, and with approximately 187,000 now active. Th 
Oklahoma Society has had about 7,000 members in 50 years, and with 2,368 
members as of February 1. 

Deaths and transferrals have accounted for a great part of the 7,000 members 
but we admit that resignations have accounted for far too many. Too many 
of our members feel that their purpose is accomplished when they are admitted 

In keeping with the theme of genealogical research, the State Society p 
chased a Recordak to aid in the search of census records at the DAR library in 
Oklahoma City. There were 1,300 visitors at the library to do research thi 
past year, many of whom had to wait for hours before they were able to use one 
of the two viewers there. The State Society has voted the purchase of a secon¢ 
Recordak. Additional census records are being added as funds permits. 

During her visits to the chapters, the State regent stressed the importance 
of genealogical research for the growth of the State society by a talk titled 
“Genealogical Research Can Be Fun.” In response to requests, she conducted 4 
well-attended workshop on the subject at the State conference. 

This being the 50th State conference, the board of management of the State 
society voted the publication of the roster of membership of the Oklahoma 
society since its inception, with the list of the members’ Revolutionary ancestors 
and the State in which each one served. The roster will be invaluable from ¢ 
genealogical standpoint, as many members may find that the link needed to com: 
plete some of their lines is to be found right here within their own State. A tota 
of 500 copies are being printed with cloth binding, and orders for 135 of those 
were taken at the State conference. The price is $3.50 until May 1, 1959, after 
which it will be $4. Every chapter participated in the project by sending in its 
membership lists. 

We are proud to report that a new chapter is in the process of formation. 

For several years the State society has had a request from our DAR Libra 
for a book published in 1890 titled “Illustrated History of Oklahoma,” by Marior 
Tuttle Rock. A microfilmed copy has been presented to our DAR Library. Okla 
homa Daughters are completing the binding of copies of the Oklahoma chronicles 

The treasurer’s report shows support of practically all the projects of the 
National Society, with total contributions of $2,339.01, of which Bacone Colleg 
for Indians received the largest amount for scholarships and furnishings for ¢ 
new dormitory, $694.50. The Tamassee and Kate Duncan Smith DAR schools and 
the Allene Wilson Groves Cottage for Little Girls received the next highest con- | 
tribution in the order listed. The bank balance showed $3,532.10 as of February 1, 
and there is a savings fund for scholarships in the amount of $4,058.92. The 
roster and several other items are to be paid out of the amount on hand.

The Oregon State Society, organized in 1896, did not begin holding State 
conferences until 1915. Now there are 32 chapters and 1,467 members, ané 
there are 9 CAR societies with 165 members. Each of the six districts holds 
-a fall meeting, and the annual State conference is held in March. 

Since 1959 is Oregon’s centennial . year, chapters have emphasized the his- 
torical objectives of the National Society in following the year’s theme, “Fruits 
of Freedom.” History through the years has been presented and preserved, 
especially on patriotic holidays. One chapter won a grand sweepstakes award | 
in a Fourth of July parade for a float depicting American history from Martha” 
‘Washington to Alaskan statehood. Another chapter restored the Gen. Phillip 
Sheridan marker at Old Fort Yamhill. Sixty-seven awards have been given 
to students for proficiency in the subject of American history, and 2,700 school- 
children have been taken on tours to historic places. | 
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The outstanding historical achievement of the State society, after 4 years 
wif work, is the completion of the restoration of the Robert Newell House, a 
brine of the early Oregon country at Champoeg. This magnificent restoration, 
posting thousands of dollars, has been financed by annual country fairs, Christ- 
nas bazaars, “penny a day” contributions, memorials, and gifts by members and 
iends. The formal opening will be held during July of this centennial year. 
So feature other historic homes in Oregon, the State society has just published 
ayvo volumes of “Oregon Landmarks.”

The press has been 
y kind and has given us much coveted space. 
“We are growing in numbers. and this makes us feel that our women are 
scolning more aware of the dangers we are facing. Reprints of the booklet 
itled “Has the Methodist Church Gone Mad?” were secured from our national 
efense office and 2 copy given all State officers. chairmen. and chapter regents. 
fuch national defense material has been distributed throughout the State, and 
i chapters devoted 10 minutes or more of each program to the subject. 
Being interested in history and genealogy. we have forwarded our first his- 
prical colored slides to our national program office: also, we were able to 
mpply the books requested by librarian general for the DAR Library.

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God, home, and country have been foremost in chapter program planning. 
Gleaned from reports of chapter regents are subjects such as “Spiritual Back-

DAR Magazine August 1957, written by present State regent of Tennessee), and

REPORT OF TEXAS STATE REGENT 


The Texas Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, is celebrating its 
60th anniversary in Galveston, where the first chapter in the State was organized 
on June 17, 1895. The first five chapters in the State were George Washington 
Chapter, Galveston, June 17, 1895; Jane Douglas, Dallas, October 19, 1895; Mary 
Isham Keith, Forth Worth, June 15, 1898 ; Thankful Hubbard, Austin, January 14, 
1899 ; and Lady Washington, Houston, November 14, 1899. It was not until after 
these five chapters were organized that a State regent was appointed. 

The front page of the conference program will carry a picture of the Seeligson 
House, where the first chapter was organized, and of a copy of the very first 
DAR report to the Smithsonian Institution, designated as “Senate Document 
No. 164, 55th Congress 3d session 1890 to 1897” and dated February 23, 1899. 
The copy of the first report has a handmade cover of some animal skin which 
does not add to the looks but certainly increases its charm and value. 

The Texas DAR Society now has 105 chapters with a membership of 8,155, in- 
cluding 107 members at large. The Ol ’Shavano Chapter was confirmed at the 
December national board of management. 

The Texas chapters turned out 1,005 strong in observing Constitution Week 
and American History Month. Proclamations were issued by the Governor, 
mayors of cities, and some judges. 

Constitution Week was a time for stirring patriotic addresses, parades, and 
flag raisings. All business firms, public buildings, and homes were requested to 
fiy their flags, and churches and civic clubs were requested to mention the Con- 
stitution in the bulletins or speeches. 

February, American History Month, was a time when chapters either cele 
brated with colonial teas, luncheons, or dinners, or with patriotic addresses ex- 
tolling the virtues of our patriots born in this month. In the celebration of his- 
torical anniversaries, George Washington led with 27; Theodore Roosevelt was 
next with 22; and Lincoln had only 3. 

The schools place special emphasis on the study of American history in Febru- 
ary. Many children entered the Theodore Roosevelt essay contest while many 
others entered the Theodore Roosevelt scrapbook contest. There were 115 Amer- 
ican history certificates given and 148 American history medals awarded. 

There were only 96 historical broadcasts this year. There were three times as 
many historical programs for adults as for schoolchildren, and twice as many 
historical tours for adults as for children. 

In Texas this year, three Revolutienary soldiers’ graves and two graves of 
wives or daughters were located. The graves of 35 DAR members were marked. 
Only two historic markers were placed in the State. Three original documents 
were given to the repository of Americana and four gifts of money amounting to 
$10 were given. 

Texas is outstanding in DAR good citizen committee work and in junior Amer- 
can seer gy lecminti tee. work.

We are proud to announce the formation of a new chapter, the first in Utah iz 
28 years. The papers of 14 women are in Washington now and several more are 
about ready. LAE 

Forty-five dollars was sent to the DAR-approved schools. Our two chapters 
sent $25 to the Intermountain Indian School in Brigham City, Utah. Members 
spent 112 hours teaching Bible to Indians, and presented them with 20 Bibles 

Several Daughters attended each of four courts of naturalization held in Salt 
Lake City, extended a welcome to the new citizens, and distributed 560 DAE 
manuals for citizenship and 560 flag codes. 

“America” or “The Star-Spangled Banner” was sung at each meeting of botl 
chapters. Three special programs of American music were furnished by schools. 
Christmas legends and music were given by DAR members. 

A conservation program with “Trees” as the subject was arranged. As 
human conservation preject gifts were solicited from members for elderly people 
in rest homes and the county infirmary. Subscriptions to good magazines were 
presented to the Boys’ Detention Home and the State industrial school. 

Girls from nine high schools participated in our DAR good citizen contes' 
The winners were chosen by written tests given in the schools, and the finalists 
were questioned before three judges at a meeting held in Salt Lake City. With 
their mothers and the deans of girls from their schools, the finalists were enter=j} 
tained at luncheon by the State Society, at which time the winner was presented gy}, 
with a DAR good citizen pin and a $100 U.S. savings bond ; the others were giveng}, 
certificates and pins. 

During the year our program of work received 244 inches of publicity and 
73 inches of pictures in three newspapers. 

Our membership is now 199, with the papers of 15 new members now ir 
the hands of the registrar general. 

During the year 3 motion picture programs were given in 2 chapters 
1,000 lists of approved films were furnished to teachers, and 14 subscriptions te 
motion picture reviews were placed in public schools and libraries. At our 
State conference a splendid hour-long film depicting the maneuvers of the 6th 
Fleet was shown through the courtesy of the Navy ROTC of the University of 
Utah. 

Ten minutes were devoted to the subject of national defense at every chapter 
meeting. and the State society sent $25 to the national defense committee. Ar 
award of $25 was given to the best cadet in the University of Utah Naval ROTC 
and 12 awards were given to high school ROTC eadets. 

Four radio programs were given—one a tape recording of a talk by the presi 
dent general and the others by members of the chapters. 

Governor Clyde was called upon, and he signed and issued a proclamation 
designating February as American History Month. An award of $25 was 
made to the winner of an American history contest in Ogden and two awards 
were made to two private schools—one of $10 and one of $5, to the best student 
of American history in those schools. 

The Golden Spike Chapter of Ogden set up a trust fund which will award 
a $100 scholarship every year to the outstanding senior student of American 
‘history of the three Ogden high schools. Six historical programs were given 
and Washington's and Lincoln’s Birthdays were observed. A total of 250 Amer 
ican History Month stickers were sold. 

Three books were sent to the DAR Library. 

Thirty-eight members subscribe to the DAR Magazine. 

Markers were placed on the graves of four departed members.

REPORT OF VIRGINIA STATE REGENT 


It is 4 pleasure to report the work of 6,250 Virginia Daughters in 108 
chapters. There are 58S junior members—98 of whom were new this year— 
who contributed $426.35 to the Helen Pouch scholarship, distributed a junior 
member directory, and held the first junior bazaar at our State conference. 
A Virginia roster of 1890-1958 was published. This roster is cross indexed 
and records all Virginia Daughters. giving their Revolutionary ancestors with 
Dlaces and dates of birth and deaths, residences, and ranks. 

A volumn of American music is being compiled. Ten pieces were completed. 
Tamassee DAR school received $560.25: Kate Duncan Smith DAR $603.25; 
and Blue Ridge. our Virginia DAR approved school, $5,462.63 for the care 
and education of four children. Four other approved schools, Crossnore, 
Hillside, Lincoln Memorial University, and Pine Mountain received a total 
of $135.45 and clothing valued at $2,671. American Indian schools were not 
orgotten—St. Mary’s and Bacone received a total of $279.50 and clothing 
ralued at $1.427. One chapter adopted a freshman at Bacone. 

The Virginia Indians were sent $177.63 in cash and $20 worth of candy. 
he Pamunkey Indians received $200 toward an organ. Clothing was sent 
o South Dakota Indians and beads to Navajos. 

From the State student loan fund, three nursing and three college scholar- 
ships were awarded. 

Governor Almond designated February as American History Month, in 
celebration of which 232 historical programs were given by adults and children 
and 200 historical tours conducted. In public and private schools 257 medals, 
174 certificates. and 45 gifts for proficiency in American history were awarded. 
he national Theodore Roosevelt essay contest and the American history 
erapbook contest were spensored. “Golden Book of America” by American 
Heritage was given to the four State winners and “Essays on American His- 
tory.” by Mary Flournoy was presented to 27 honorable mention winners. 

In our youth training program, chapters sponsored 125 DAR good citizen awards 
in high schools; 212 Junior American Citizen Clubs with a membership of 
20.000; and 38 societies of the Children of the American Revolution. Chapters 
mot sponsoring CAR societies contributed $640.14 toward their support. 

A total of 126 large flags and 1,626 smaller flags were presented to city 
halls, orphanages, naturalization courts, voting places, schools, Boy Scouts and 
irl Scouts troops. — 

Six naturalized adult citizens were given Americanism awards for outstanding 
patriotic work in their communities. Copies of the DAR Manual for Citizen- 
ship were distributed to 1,775 naturalized citizens. 

Fifteen Revolutionary soldiers graves were located: five were marked. 

The DAR Americana room was presented with five valuable decuments.’ The 
DAR Museum received five pieces of glass, three pieces of China trade porcelain. 
a photograph of an old print, and $189 in cash. The DAR library was given 
34 books and pamphlets (all on the requested list), six rolls of microfilm, a 
opy of the new Virginia roster, and a filing cabinet. 
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Local schools, colleges, libraries, and hospitals were given 686 books and |) 
pamphlets, 20 subscriptions to DAR Magazine, three patriotic film strips, ¢ . 
$32 in cash for reference books. 

A total of $2,527 worth of advertising was obtained for the DAR Magazine

REPORT OF WASHINGTON STATE REGENT 


Much work was done in the Washington State DAR during the year. Th 
activities might be grouped under the main objectives: historical, educations 
and patriotic. 

Programs on early American music were given. The singing of National an¢ 
State songs was encouraged in our schools and was always done in our meetings 
Many genealogical records were compiled and presented to libraries. Funds we 
contributed to the DAR Museum. 

Certificates and medals were given in the grade schools to encourage the 
study of U.S. history. Also, there was an essay contest to commemorate th ' 
100th anniversary of the birth of Theodore Roosevelt and the planting of a tre | 
in his honor. Seattle chapters observed Washington’s Birthday by being 
charge of a public meeting at the University of Washington. hy 

Work was done with the American Indians by money being contributed to tw 
eastern Indian schools and locally by the donations of clothing, bedding, an 
utensils in cases of need—in one instance, following a fire. Educational therap 
materials were furnished to the Indian hospital and a $100 scholarship we 
given to an Indian girl to attend a reservation high school. 

More than $2,000 in cash, plus clothing and Christmas gifts, were sent to th 
two mountain schools which our DAR owns and supports. il 
Some chapters, working to better the type of motion pictures, showed pic 
tures of a patriotic nature at junior American citizens clubs held in schools ané 
detention homes. Various student loans and scholarships are given each yea 

To encourage patriotism and love of country, Patriotic Education Week we 
promoted in the schools through the societies of the Children of the Americar 
Revolution, first by requesting the Governor to proclaim such a week and ther 
by sending copies of the proclamation to the schools for use. Also, work- was 
done in conservation. A certificate of purchase for a 49-star flag was presented 
to an Indian mission and flags were given to the new citizens at naturalizatior 
court ceremonies. A new flag was presented to Fort Columbia DAR house anc 
a new flagpole and center to the State Capitol grounds at Olympia. 

Pins and certificates and various honors were given to 135 coritestants for 
DAR good citizenship awards in the high schools. Eight clubs for junior Ame 
ican citizens were formed and conducted in six grade schools, in a high school ox 
Neah Bay Indian Reservation, and in a detention home. 

Many chapters made studies of the Immigration and Nationality Act ané 
continue to attend naturalization courts where they help welcome new citizens 
and present them with flags, flag codes, cards bearing copies of America’s creed 
and the pledge of allegiance, and copies of the Constitution. They have con 
ducted. many English and other educational classes and presented DAR manuals 
for citizenship to prospective citizens and numerous libraries and public schools. 

Most: chapters formed their programs this year around the theme “Fruits of 
Freedom.” All chapters devoted from 5 to 30 minutes at each meeting to some 
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phase’ of national defense, with at least one program dealing entirely with this 
isubject.. The radio and television media were used to present information te the 
public on: conservation, oo one mare and national defense.

REPORT OF WISCONSIN STATE REGENT 


The Wisconsin DAR has 47 chapters with a membership of 2,330. 

The State Society held two workshops—at Stevens on September 30, 1958, and 
at Port Washington on October 1, 1958. The State conference was held at the 
Schroeder Hotel in Milwaukee March 4-6, 1959, with 193 registered. 

The State officers, State chairmen, chapter regents, and members have been 
active during the year. Contributions to DAR approved schools and the two 
Indian schools amounted to $1,295. Other national projects were well supported. 
A scholarship of $200 for the year was awarded to a student at Wisconsin State 
College at Eau Claire who was preparing to teach retarded children. 

Chapter historians reported 38 certificates, 49 medals, and 10 books given as 7] 
awards for outstanding work in the study of American history for 5th grade © 
school students; 82 historical programs by adults, 6 by students; 11 historical 7] 
tours for adults; 1 historical broadcast; and 20 members’ graves marked. Gov- 
ernor Nelson issued a proclamation declaring February as American History 
Month. 

The State librarian listed money donations for books and reported 10 volumes 
as having been contributed to the DAR Library. In addition, 52 colored slides 
and a script on “Wisconsin the 30th State” for program use was sent to DAR 
headquarters. 

Members of the seven societies of the Children of the American Revolution 
held their annual meeting at Kenosha. 

The Wisconsin Indians received gifts of clothing and scholarships. A resale 
store for Indians was established in the Flambeau area, where over $1,000 worth 
of their beadwork is sold each year. 

In our Americanism work all public holidays were observed and new citizens 
were welcomed and entertained. A record number of DAR manuals for citizen- 
ship were distributed. There are 23 junior American citizens clubs. 

Six volumes of genealogical records were collected, bound, and presented to 
our DAR Library. 


Programs on national defense were given, with a vast amount of national de- © | 


fense material distributed. Constitution Week was observed by our chapters. 

Publicity in the press totaled 11,365 inches, including 258 pictures. The press 
scrapbook from Port Washington chapter received first prize. 

The DAR good citizen awards for the State were made after judging 426 
entries. The first place went to Lynn Manicke, of Wausau; second place to 
Judith Emmons, of Marinette; and third place to Suzanne Spoden, of Whitefish 
Bay. ' 

In the national American history contests, the American history scrapbook | 
winner was Robert Meetz, of Port Washington; the essay on Theodore Roosevelt — 
was won by Bill Spring, of Madison. 

The curator’s cottage at the Wisconsin restoration of Surgeon’s Quarters near 
Portage was completed and dedicated on Flag Day. The historic log house, Sur- 
geon’s Quarters, was visited by a record number of people in 1958, 4,292. These 
visitors represented 31 States and 6 foreign countries.

REPORT OF JOHN EDWARDS CHAPTER, MEXICO 


The John Edwards chapter, located in the Federal District, is the only DAR 
chapter in the Republic of Mexico. 

Situated as we are in a foreign.country,, we are not able to carry out the 
recommended projects as do the, chapters in the United States. Consequently 
we must look about us for projects nearer our base of operations. 

Over a year ago we adopted an orphanage for abandoned girls. Now living 
at the Asilo del Consuelo are 85 children whose ages range from a few months 
to 14 years. Our 37 members and 7 asociate: members work to feed and help 
clothe these girls, and in the past year. we have done considerable work on 
the building where they live. In order to finance the project, we participate 
as collectors in the campaign of.the United Community’ Fund drive, sponsored 
by the American Society,of Mexico. From this fund we receive an allotment. 
Other means of financing this project:include a spring tea and participation in 
the Fourth of July picnic of the American colony, where we dress in coionial 
costumes and bake and sell Boston baked beans. 

In addition to our work with the orphanage, we sponsor two: polio-crippled 
children from poor families for whom we have arranged operations and main- 
tained their appliances, and whom we remember with gifts at Christmas and 
on other occasions. In February of this year: we sponsored another operation 
on one of these children. We have high hopes that she will be able to walk 
without braces or other aids. With the assistance of a troop of Girl Scouts, 
we-had a’ Christmas party at the asylum with games, songs, pifiatas, a special 
supper, and a red, wool sweater for each child.: We supplied the makings of a 
special Christmas dinner with all of the traditional Mexican: Christmas foods 
and bought toys which were distributed on the day of the Three Kings, January 
6, which corresponds to our Epiphany and is the time of gift giving in Mexico. 

We have observed all the suggested special events such as American History 
Month, Constitution. Week, etc:, with special programs. We had a pregram on 
continental congress and on national defense, and we were privileged to present 
one of the outstanding musicians of Mexico, the world-famous pianist Maria 
Theresa Rodriguiz, on our American music program. For our program on 
American Indians, we presented Wesley Le Roi Robertson, a Choctaw Indian 
born in Oklahoma, who is one of the leading authorities in the United States 
on the American Indian and who has done considerable work for’ ‘forgotten 
Indians through DAR chapters in the United States. 

We have, of course, sent contributions to the recommended DAR schools’ in 
the United States. 

We are ever.mindful ofthe fact that we are guests in a foreign country 
and that we have the obligation to both that country and our own to foster

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Continued interest in our foreign-born was shown by 491 chapters visiting 
and supporting Americanization day and night schools and arranging for 25 
new night schools; 155 members teaching in schools; and flags, flag codes, books, 
Bibles, copies of American’s Creed, certificates and money being presented to new 
citizens for excellence in studies, perfect attendance, and assistance to aliens. 

At almost every naturalization court in the United States our members were 
present ; 577 chapters participated in the ceremonies, distributing flags, welcome 
cards, copies of the Constitution, and judges’ welcome addresses to new citizens. 
Numerous chapters had entire charge of the program, arranging for speakers 
and music. In order that new citizens would feel a part of their new country, 
284 chapters gave receptions, teas, luncheons, and dinners for them ; 235 chapters 
yisited new citizens in their homes; 153 took them to church; 152 to recreation 
centers; 155 to historical spots; and 238 helped them to register and vote. 

A new feature of the committee this year is the DAR Americanism medal; 
medals were presented in 24 States and the District of Columbia. All recipients 
were well qualified and dedicated Americans. Publicity for this feature has been 
enormous. 

Twelve libraries were established by chapters this year, and hundreds of books 
were added to libraries founded earlier. For our schoolchildren, Americanism 
essay contests have been sponsored in almost every State, with six States having 
statewide contests ; 2,085 prizes valued at $3,794.80 were given. 

The report of the corresponding secretary general lists the number of manuals 
distributed by our Society for this past year. 

Tremendous emphasis was placed on informative and patriotic Americanism 
programs in chapters and in our communities. Every State reported an increase 
in the number of Americanism programs this year. Members cooperated with 
ivic groups for community activities on national holidays. Instructive programs 
were presented by 397 chapters on the Immigration and Nationality Act. Chair- 
men gave 1,380 Americanism talks. TV panel discussions, quiz programs on 
radio, and informative newspaper publicity emphasized and promoted the work 
of the committee. 

It was reported that our DAR members are almost 100 percent in Red Cross 
membership. DAR members served 237,198 hours. There were 429 blood donors; 
117 chapters worked as a group for Red Cross; 493 members served as nurses 
aids; 615 as Gray Ladies. Many hours were given to other types of voluntary 
Red Cross services. 

Our occupational therapy scholarship award fund totaled $3,217.75 this year, 
and from that $2,500 was taken for 5 scholarships. California and Texas con- 
ributed largest sums, $500 each ; 236 chapters participated. 

Eleven States and the District of Columbia are 100 percent in chapter chair- 
men ; 21,737 inches of publicity were reported and $21,606.59 was spent.

REPORT OF CHILDREN OF THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION 
COMMITTEE 


The 64th annual convention of the National Society, Children of the American 
Revolution, was attended by approximately 1,000 of our patriotically educated}, 
young members. pt 

Our president general enthusiastically supported CAR. A New Jersey Daugh 
ter wrote, “More DAR’s all over our country are realizing that the long view) 
of progress for DAR rests on the emphasis upon patriotic education for our 
own children, for it is with them that the national defense of ourselves and ou 
Nation rests.” 

The statistics show that greater DAR participation is needed and that the 
DAR accepts wholeheartedly the responsibility and privilege of CAR leadership. 

There are 2,840 organized DAR chapters with a membership of 186,288; yet 
there are only 719 organized CAR societies, with membership of over 18,000. 
This year 28 CAR societies organized: 12 disbanded, largely for lack of senior 
leadership. At the present time, 135 societies are in the process of organiza 
tion. We hope and pray that many more chapters will sponsor CAR societies 
in the coming year. 

Alaska has been welcomed as a CAR State organization. 

Plans are in progress to organize two other CAR State societies in a short )} 
time. During the past year, 2,263 young people became CAR members, bu 
1,769 were lost—many girls over 21 graduating into the ranks of DAR. CAR) 
net gain was 494. 

A CAR committee chairman for DAR was appointed for every State, Distric 
of Columbia, Hawaii, Alaska, and Mexico. Reports were received from 48 
chairmen; 32 State regents attended CAR State conferences; 31 CAR State || 
societies were on the DAR State budgets; 42 DAR State conferences recognized 
CAR; 32 DAR State conferences gave CAR publicity; 310 CAR societies were 
invited to present programs at local DAR chapter meetings.

REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMITTEE

| orty-seven States and the District of Columbia reported, covering the work 
| 1,685 chapters—less than two-thirds of the total of 2,839 chapters; 1,245 
fapters had conservation programs with 646 having speakers and 239 using 
ides or films, a slight increase over last year; 147 chapters reported field trips 
hd 869 members visited former State or local DAR conservation projects. At 
last 85 radio or TV programs were given. 

/There was a big drop in the number of trees and seedlings planted, but still, 
43,860 is a good showing. Most of these were planted on private land but 
},407 trees or seedlings were placed in public parks and along roadsides. 

iThe special project for the past year was carried out with 197 trees being 
janted in memory of Theodore Roosevelt. Georgia reported 4,989,959 pine 
fedlings planted in his memory as a reforestation project. 

{More chapters studied water, soil, and pollution problems and legislation and 
kpressed their opinions to the proper authorities. Some States worked to 
reserve wilderness areas within their own borders or in neighboring States. 
‘Nearly every State discouraged the picking of wildflowers, while thousands 
t members fed the birds and other wildlife. More work has been done among 
he young people with essay, poster, or scrapbook contests, and a number of 
tholarships were given to students and teachers to attend conservation camps 
+ forums. Much literature was distributed to DAR chapters, schools, and li- 
raries. A few papers on conservation were sent to the national program 
hairman. 

} Each year an increased interest is noted in this vital matter of preserving our 
atural resources, and it is hoped that the interest and work will continue to 
row. 

/ Over a 2-year period, chapters and members sent in 61 slides of trees noted 
br itheir great size, age, or some historical event connected with them. These 
fides have been coordinated with a script entitled ‘‘Noted Trees in the United 
tates” and sent it to the national program chairman’s office for use by the

REPORT OF DAR GOOD CITIZENS COMMITTEE 


| We believe these young women, DAR good citizens, may rightfully be referred 
p as our “secret weapon of tomorrow,” for it is they who will bear the next 
eneration. The work offers girls of public senior high schools an opportunity 
» develop wholesome ideals, to cultivate character, to gain an appreciation of 
neir heritage of freedom, and to learn and assume their responsibilities as 
juture citizens. 
| Approval for the contest must first be obtained from the national contest and 
ctivities committee of the National Association of Secondary School Principals, 
| department of the National Education Association. 
| The qualities of dependability, service, leadership, and patriotism were used 
#S a standard for selecting the DAR good citizens. The total number selected 
his year was 9,137. The 2,548 chapters and the 9,137 schools participating in 
he contest were located in 48 States and the District of Columbia. In all, 10,030 
ertificates of award and 8,176 pins were purchased by the States to be presented 
o the girls: 48 State winner pins were sent as gifts from the National Society. 
) The committee is especially pleased that 2,548 chapters participated in the 
ontest this year. This number is an increase over the past 2 years; 38 States 
eported an increase in the number of schools entering the contest. We believe 
here should be 100-percent chapter participation in this phase of our youth 
raining program. 

Illinois leads with 602 DAR good citizens; New York is second with 601: and 
ndiana is third with 587. ; 

At the beginning of this regime the committee set a goal of 25,000 DAR good 
itizens during the 3 years. We are most pleased that we have exceeded that 
goal by 1,203. Our total for the3 years is 26,2038. 
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The method of, determining the State winner varies in the States. Both con 
petitive methods and drawings are used. It was recommended by. the nationa 
board of management at its April 1958 meeting that all States adopt a, compet 
tive method, believing this to be a fairer means of selecting the winner. Fo 
three States used a competitive method this year, and only five held drawings 
States using a competitive method for the first time were Alabama, Illinois 
Minnesota, South Carolina, and Texas. 

It was interesting to note that all of the questiontitites. true-false tests, essay 
ete., dealt with some phase of American history, thus emphasizing the study ‘9 j 
American history in our schools. 

In addition to the $100 U.S. savings bond given to each State winner by th 
National Society, many States give awards of scholarships, money, bond 
medals, prizes, DAR spoons, ete., to second- and third-place winners and distri 
winners, thereby creating more interest. in the contest. In addition to the aboy 
awards, many States conducted historical tours for all the girls. Some State 
invited all of them to attend Good Citizens Day at the State conference; 4 
States entertained the State winner at their conferences. Many of the gi 
served as pages during conference. et Ee i 

Thousands of inches of space in newspapers throughout the country and mam 
hours of time on radio and television have been given to publicizing the com 
mittee’s work, as weil as that of our organization. Several States reported ful 
pages devoted to pictures of the DAR good citizens.

The wheel and distaff were moved to the righ 
to line up with the right margin of type. This simple, uncluttered cover has t 
greatly admired. 
The second problem was revision of the contents page. The present style w 
evolved with four sections—the president general’s message, features, dep 
ments, and miscellaneous. This permits more emphasis to be placed on featu 
and the regular departments that supply material each month. 
A third problem was conversion of advertising to the new format. As advert 
ing is secured and sent in long in advance of publication, much of it contim 
to be received in the old size. Ordinarily each page now has three columns 2! 
inches wide instead of two columns 2% inches wide. You would not think 
one-eighth inch would make such a difference. However, one of the charms 
the new size is its flexibility—-we can have two 34-inch columns to a page if 
wish, and so some ads and other matter have been run in two columns asf 
quired during this transition period. Each page has room for nearly 50 perce 
more type. 
An improvement is the printing of the titles of illustrations in boldface, wh 
is easier to read. 
We have tried to provide interest and variety in our feature stories, with 
the National Society framework of patriotic, historical, and educational ¢ 
jectives. We have received letters from teachers saying how much they t

REPORT OF GENEALOGICAL RECORDS COMMITTEE 


The genealogical records committee has the duty of preserving and maki 
available the records of the men and women who made and constitute th 
Nation. 

This work must cover, and so must be done in every locality. Copies made 
such records are deposited in one central place. The DAR Library in Was 
ington has been designated as that place. 

There were several outstanding contributions. Connecticut gave microfil 
copies of the vital records of the State, the equivalent of 312,000 pages. Ne 
Jersey gave microfilms of the State’s complete official Revolutionary servi 
records as tabulated on 65,000 cards. Ohio contributed microfilms of records 
Hamilton County, 32.000 pages. Maryland indexed and rebound recor¢ 
amounting to over 60,000 names, which required more than 1,000 hours of we 
The District of Columbia continued analyzing and preparing detailed lists of t 
unpublished material in the DAR Library; members of 12 chapters complet 
483 books this year. New Jersey and Virginia furnished lists of oaths of al 
giance, thus providing many new names of patriots. 

Copied and typed records received prior to March 1 total 48,809 pages. 
represents over 85,000 hours of work, equivalent of 10,600 work days of 8 how 
each. Other records were supplied in microfilm form, these being 203 ree 
covering the equivalent of 366.943 pages. So, our records preserved and ma 
available this year total 415,752 pages. Enough more has been done but 1 
yet turned in to make the total more than half a million pages, which shows 
interest of our members in the No. 1 objective of the DAR Society, the prese: 
tion of the records of our past. 

For the typed work: the central division leads with 13.361 pages. Sout 
eastern division is second with 10,714 pages. States leading were North Car 
lina, 3,979 pages; Pennsylvania, 3,530 pages; and Indiana, 3.516 pages. In mic 
film, Connecticut led with 312,000 pages; Ohio, 32.337 pages; and New Je 
sey, 16,800 pages. To prevent duplication in copying we must know what h 
been printed, or copied, in the past and in our library. 

Also, while it is admirable to preserve records and we have done wonderfull 
well at it for many years, it is equally important to have them so they can bel 
used by as many members (and others interested) as possible. These have beel | 
our major problems for years. Now steps have been taken to care for — 
these problems through the preparation of a classified bibliography of 2 Of 
and history, to be financed by contributions for that purpose.

REPORT OF HONOR ROLL COMMITTEE 


This committee was striving to have 50 percent of all chapters on the honor 
oll this year, and we made it. 

The Pacific coast division had the greatest percentage of chapters on the 
pnor roll, 58.5; southwestern had 53.3; eastern, 53; and southeastern, 52.8. 
New Mexico, with 9 out of 10 chapters or 90 percent was first; followed by 
elaware with 8 out of 9 or 88.8 percent; California, 79.8; Virginia, 78.5; 
lorida, 75; Louisiana, 72.3; and District of Columbia, 70 percent—thus making 
States with 70 percent or more. Seven States had between 60 percent and 
) percent; Alaska, Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Nevada, North Carolina, and 
hode Island ; 25 States had 50 percent or more on the honor roll. 

California had the most chapters on the honor roll, 111; Vi irginia_ was second 
ith 84; New York, 83; Illinois, 74; Indiana, 57; North Carolina, 55; Ohio, 54 
aod Texas, 53. Virginia had the most chapters on the gold honor roll, 46: 
alifornia was second with 44; New York, 31; and North Carolina, 30. 

For the last 3 years 163 chapters have been on the gold honor roll; and 
or the last 6 years 31 chapters have been on the gold honor roll. Virginia was 
st with 18 for 3 years and California was second with 11; Texas, Indiana, and 
ew York tied for third with 9each. Virginia, Indiana and Texas tied with four 
ch for 6 years. Capt. Peter Ankeny and Col. John Stark chapters of Okla- 
oma, confirmed last April, are gold, as is Mission Hills, Kans. ; Garcilaca, Fla.; 
mdrew Bogle, Tenn.; and Chappaqua, N.Y., confirmed at the same time, are 
ver, not being able to answer yet to point 3. 

There are 584 chapters on the gold honor roll; 431 on the silver honor roll;

REPORT OF INSIGNIA COMMITTEE 


The insignia committee has grown in 3 years from a committee of one member 
its rightful place in the roster of committees with responsibilities. To illus- 
ate, the first State chairman for Kansas was appointed in 1957; in 1958 she won

REPORT OF JUNIOR AMERICAN CITIZENS COMMITTEE 


Our membership of 261,808 in 7,271 clubs is a loss of 12,537 members and 1¢ 
clubs. I regret the loss. However, I wish it were possible for these boys an 
girls to Stand before you here today. They would thrill you, and show you whi 
one of your youth committees has done to combat delinquency, foster-a spirit ¢ 
fair play and instill civic responsibility. 

Thirty-seven States reported. Following is a small portion of their wor 
There was nearly 100 percent participation in Constitution Week. Over 7¢ 
Thatcher Awards were given for outstanding work. Many fine radio and 
programs were given, and increased publicity was noted. Where clubs wer 
active, less delinquency was found, and none in many localities. ' Thirty-eigk 
States submitted dolls dressed as First Ladies, a new project this year. . 

Four dolls were judged of equal excellence. We thought we would have on 
that would possibly be much better than any of the others, but it was a ve 
difficult decision to make. Florida dressed a doll as Abigail Adams; Illinoig® 
as Mary Todd Lincoln; Texas as Martha Jefferson Randolph; Mississippi ¢ 
Dolly Madison.’ These were all first—most unusual. An award of $5 will bh 
given to each of these States. .

The first objective of the committee is the increase in the junior age (18 to 35)§ 
membership of the National Society. Reports from the States indicate thaty 
1,624 new members in this age group have been admitted during the curren 
year. New York junior membership is the highest in the country with 1,535 
-ineluding 415 new juniors. Pennsylvania is a close second with 1,091 juniors 
Virginia is third with 588; Indiana, 532; North Carolina, 500; Ohio, 4803%) 

California, 453: New Jersey, 404. The next highest three States—lIllinois§

+ No work could have been more challenging or rewarding than the steady, per- 
istent gain in membership. On February 1, 1959, the official count was for 
186,288 members in 2,840 chapters in the United States and overseas. The net 
ain from April 1956 to April 1959, was 3,769 members. 
Awards were given on a statewide basis to the chapter having the greatest 
het increase in membership. Certificates were also awarded in the States to the 
hapter having the largest number of kinswomen. Large groups of kinswomen 
Were reported, and your chairman hopes this contest stimulated an increase in 
membership. The Zachariah Davies Chapter of Tennessee reported a chapter 
nembership of 151, of whom 130 were kinswomen., 
| Three cash awards were offered by your chairman to the three chapters hay- 
ng the largest net increase in membership during the year. First place went to 
ission Hills, Kans., with a net increase of 73.25 percent. Two chapters tied 
or second place, Eleanor Laurens Pinckney of South Carolina and Nathaniel 
Ninston of Texas, both reporting 50-percent net increase. Third place went to 
Wort Ligonier of Pennsylvania with 38.25-percent net increase.

REPORT OF MOTION PICTURE COMMITTEER 


The committee has 1,138 chapters working in this field, which is significant 
in that there is still evidence of disinterest in motion pictures among many 
thapters. It is amazing that the Daughters are not aware of the influence the 
notion. pictures have on the children and young people. Last year 241 pictures 
were released in the U.S.A. with the Motion Picture Code seal; 21 of these were 
starred for their high quality and good entertainment by the FEBNO board, 
which publishes the green sheet. Only 25 pictures were rated for family view- 
ng, and only 3 were recommended as children’s programs. 

Our own monthly publication, the DAR Motion Picture Review, was sent to 
over 1,100 members. It rated all movies as they were released. We have 25 
DAR members previewing the newly released pictures every week in New York 
ity under the direction of the preview committee members, Mrs. J. W. R. 
ooper and Mrs. Wilson McKerrow. We cannot control the production of 
motion pictures but we can acquaint ourselves through this publication with the 
movies Our young people and children are seeing. We can let the companies 
know that we want the young people fed mental guidance through movies that 
will help in their moral and spiritual development. So chapters that subscribe 
and place our reviews in libraries, schools, and colleges help young people to 
earn what the good films are. 

The Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences repealed its 2-year-old 
bylaw barring Communists from the annual competition for Oscars. The 
Academy said that “experience has proven the bylaw to be unworkable and im- 
practical.” So, the bars have been let down publicly in the motion picture field 
for Communists. 

Censorship by individual State boards exists in only four States—Maryland, 
irginia, New York, and Kansas. Only a few American cities have censorship. 
Since 1952 the U.S. Supreme Court has reversed the State and local censors of 
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films in every case that has been brought before it. The Supreme Court ha 
specifically and consistently knocked out every criterion for censorship exce 
of “obscenity,” and now this last remaining criterion for censorship is und 
Serious study by the Court as to its constitutionality. The question may t 
asked “Is the door now open to obscenity on the American screen and in tele 
vision?” Not as long as American audiences see only pictures produced undemy 
the Production Code of the Motion Picture Association of America, which h 
a code of ethics covering obscenity. 

Some of our chapters are interested in the 16-millimeter films made for scho@ 
hospital, and institutional showings. These are made by the oil, telephone, an 
automobile companies, bank groups, and certain branches of the Government ¢ 
well as commercial film companies. Most of these films are free. They a 
historical and documentary, and well worth showing to any group. 

All States but two reported. It is encouraging to record that more than 2 
States have DAR members serving in the better film councils. The States als 
report chapters are having motion picture programs. ' 

The District of Columbia DAR reported that the director of the Motion Pi 
ture Division of the U.S. Information Agency had spoken to it about th 
negotiations for the exchange of films between the United States and Russ 
District Daughters wrote letters criticizing the filming of historically incorre 
incidents. 

For the third year the motion picture committee has had a joint breakfa 
meeting with the program committee and the radio and television committe 

The motion picture previewers’ luncheons were continued in New York Ci 
where two luncheons were held with some 30 members attending each. 

We as well as the motion picture industry, lost a great and fine friend 0 
our society in the passing of Cecil B. DeMille, a producer of the great historicé 
films. I know you will be pleased to know that his daughter, Mrs. Cecilii 
DeMille Harper, has announced she will carry out her late father’s plans fe 
the drama about the Boy Scout movement and its founder, the late Lord Bader 
Powell. 

To stimulate an increase of circulation for the reviews, this committee offere 
three prizes to the State chairmen whose States turned in the greatest numbem 
of subscriptions. New York, Massachusetts, and Ohio were the winners wit 
Nebraska receiving honorable mention. 

One of the nicest phases of this committee’s work was the presentation of oum) 
award for the best children’s film of 1958 and the best patriotic film of 1958 
The award for the best children’s film went to Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer for “Tor

All chapter regents have been urged to schedule more than the requested mini- 
um time of 5 minutes for the national defense report at chapter meetings.

It is gratifying to be able to report that 
Beveral study groups, including those of nonmembers have been organized, and 
ne releases issued by this committee are used by them as source material.

One State reported that 33 chapters did not have a national defense 
hairman. Such indifference to this important committee of our National

The reports indicate that each vice chairman has been active in her district 
speaking at many meetings and making herself available for counseling.

With the exception of the several weeks when your chairman was visitin 
State conferences and keeping speaking engagements, she has been in her officey 
practically every day. 

In addition to the duties of the chairmanship, she has assumed the respon: 
sibility of the executive secretaryship on a voluntary basis. She was responsible 
for the material published in the national defense section of the DAR Magazine

An increase 
in the number presented was reported in 26 States; 2,049 chapters had a résu 
of the 1958 resolutions ; 9 States report having a committee or commission for in- 
vestigating un-American activities; 1,574 chapters advised members. to seek in- 
formation pertaining to candidates for public office and to use their vote in sup 
port of those whose records indicate loyalty to the Constitution. 

Many chapters reported that the controversial examinations probing into the 
students’ family and social relations, emotional stability, conformity, adjust 
ment to reality, mood and leadership were given in their local schools; 72 chap-9 
ters reported that an effort had been made to omit traditional observances of 
Christmas in their local schools.

REPORT OF PROGRAM COMMITTEE 


/The theme for chapter programs and other phases of work and special activi- 
es of the year just past was “The Fruits of Freedom,” with emphasis on some of 
he cultural aspects of our national life. The outline of suggestions for chapter 
rograms for 1958-59, together with the circular letter of information sent with 
he suggestions to all the chapters, presented 90 items appropriate to the year’s 
heme and to the educational, historical, and patrictic fields of work of the 
lational Society. 

/The items referred to included 30 suggested titles or topics for original pro- 
Fam papers and addresses as optional material for members or guest speakers. 
he titles of 60 new books and current articles (nonfiction) published in stand- 
rd periodicals, for possible use as book reviews, research, and reference mate- 
jal, were listed with full information as to where they could be obtained. Many 
F the suggested items were on related subjects in order to provide a continuity 
n quite a variety of subthemes, for chapters wishing to stress a related series 
F programs throughout the year (September to June, inclusive). 

It was noted some time ago that the requests for the use of color slides with 
rripts were increasing and that much interest was being shown by the chapters 
) the use of the slides for programs. It became apparent that more sets of slides 
hn a greater number of subjects would be helpful in meeting the many requests 
rom the chapters, and an appeal was made for gifts from the State societies of 
pts of the color slides on subjects suitable for chapter programs. Much interest 
ind approval of the undertaking to add to the color slides library of the program 
ommittee was expressed by the members. It was this responsive interest and 
jpproval, together with the increasing demand for the slides for program use. 
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that inspired the color slides contest that has been a project of the national pro 
gram committee for this administration. The color slides project has been ¢ | 
success. 

Thirty-seven complete sets of colorslides with scripts were received from 25 
States, of which six submitted more than one set. This total includes a valuable 
set of slides contributed as a personal gift by the chairman of the conservation 
committee. |

Pennsylvania; California, for ‘The Redwood District, and Missions of Califor- 
nia,” compiled and contributed by Mrs. Stanley N. Partridge. (The first set of 
colorslides made and given in response to the request for contributions of slides 
and prior to the publication of the announcement that prizes would be awarded.) 

The slides and scripts were of highly commendable quality, presenting excellent 
program material of wide variety, great beauty, and unquestioned interest. 

Annual reports were received from all the State societies, and reflected respon- 
sive cooperation on the part of the chapters generally.

REPORT OF PROGRAM REVIEWING COMMITTEE 


A specific category of the program papers, listed in the old eatalog, was 
assigned for rereading and reevaluating. Each month, when the chairman came’ 
from Philadelphia for about a week’s work at the program office, the members 
spent time in consultation and checking the reread papers which had been 
completed during the month. This procedure caused much added work for the 
staff, in both drawing and filling these program papers. 

Try to visualize having to read, month after month, about 200 papers on the 
same subject, such as George Washington or the Constitution or, in fact, any one 
of the many categories in the file. Hach member of the committee did her share » 
of the reading and grading of the material in these program papers in order to 
select the most outstanding papers covering the various subjects. 

According to the chairman’s planned schedule to complete this task before the 
expiration of this regime, each member would have to read approximately 700 
papers by December 1958 to allow time for the preparation of the new edition of

The last edition of the program catalog was printed in 1946, since which time 
yearly supplemental sheets, have been added covering the new material accepted.

REPORT OF STUDENT LOAN AND SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE 


This year five students received assistance from the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. There were 334 loans amounting to $47,862.22, and 166 scholarships 
ymounting to $25,522.62, a total of $73,384.84. Each year has shown an im- 
brovement over the preceding year, which is encouraging. During this adminis- 
tration there 874 loans amounting to $137,899.78 and 388 scholarships amounting 
to $63,928.97, a grand total of $201,828.75. We regret a few States do not have 
loan or scholarship funds. Restrictions in some States make it difficult to use

Much has 
happened to me since then. I am now settled in my Air Force security job 
in Tokyo. Among other things, I am taking courses in my off-duty time at 
Sophia University here in Tokyo. I understand that as long as I am enrolled 
in college, payments to the DAR are not mandatory, especially since my tuition 
is not paid.by the Air Force; but I feel that I must dissolve this debt as quickly 
as possible so that I shall not deprive another student of the financial assistance 
‘ the Society afforded me.

Inform every community regarding the cor- 
rect display and proper use of the flag. These were the major objectives of this 
committee. 

The patriotic enthusiasm and splendid cooperation of chapter and State chair- 
men resulted in a marked increase in this committee’s work. A 100 percent 
annual State report was received with 49 States, Hawaii, and Mexico reporting 
the work of 2,547 chapters, 90 percent of all chapters in our society. 

Over half of all the States had 100 percent chapter reports: Alabama, Alaska, 
Arizona, California, Connecticut, Delaware, District of Columbia, Florida, 
Georgia, Hawaii, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, Maine, Michigan, Missouri, Mon- 
tana, Nevada, New Hampshire, New Mexico, North Dakota, Ohio, South Caro- 
lina, South Dakota, Utah, Virginia, and Washington. 

The following data point up the extensiveness of the various facets of this 
committee: 1,075 large flags, 21,500 small flags, 3 State flags, 1 DAR banner, 
7 flagpoles, 58,000 flag codes were presented ; 1.000 chapters gave flag literature; 
1,900 chapters studied the flag code; 3,365 flag talks and programs, 385 radio- 
television broadcasts, 1,950 news items, and 445 pictures reveal the publicity of 
this committee. .

REPORT OF BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS COMMITTEE 


| Emergencies are not new to the buildings and grounds committee, and in the 
Mpast year we have had our share, two bad leaks in the subbasement and a roof 
ventilator blown to bits by high winds which required immediate action. 
§ The first leak involved heating pipes entering the Administration Building 
subbasement. This necessitated digging up the shipping entrance driveway, 
Mand replacing the pipes. The second occurred in March, when the night 
vatchman discovered water on the receiving room floor of the Old Administra- 
tion Building at 2 a.m. One of our men came in immediately to turn off the 
valves, thereby preventing serious water damage not only to the building, but 
to supplies stored there. Plumbers were called early the next morning and 
Miwo holes were dug in the floor to locate and replace the broken pipes. We had 
trapdoor installed, so that future leaks may be repaired easily. 
| The damaged ventilator on the roof of Constitution Hall was another emer- 
rency. The roof of each building had been carefully inspected. The stainless 
steel gutters on Constitution Hall, installed 2 years ago, had solved the seepage 
problem. Last summer our men had given the Administration Building roof 
ts triennial coat of paint, and we had been authorized to have the tin portions 
9 Memorial Continental Hall roof painted. After the completion of this work, 
we felt our roof problems were solved for the present, and we were snug and 
iry. We were literaily blown out of this happy state by the extremely high 
winds of January 4, which blew to bits our 10 by 18-foot copper ventilator 
ocated on the roof of Constitution Hall. At once a large tarpaulin was ob- 
ained to cover the area, for, in the event of a storm, water would have poured

REPORT OF APPROVED SCHOOLS SURVEY COMMITTEE 


This is the final report covering the 3-year term of the approved schools 
rvey committee. 

Our first concern has been our own two DAR schools, Tamassee and Kate 
Duncan Smith. At the end of the first year of our survey we found a growing 


jiesire among Our members to adopt a definite program whereby these two 
schools may benefit from a long-range plan for development and maintenance 
which is impossible under the present practice. ‘These schools were estab- 
lished by and are supported in large part by our Society. Many other schools 
have been “approved,” and there are now 11 in that category. However, in 
11940 the continental congress resolved that, as vacancies occur in the list, no 
new schools will be added. 

In 1957 your chairman asked the members of the Society to write her

! oncerning their views as to whether our approved schools list should be re- 
ivised and, if so, to offer their suggestions. In response to this request our 
| membership displayed a surprising lack of interest. At the same time your 
hairman stated that “not until such time as we accept our responsibility to 
hese schools will they be able to plan ahead knowing that their commitments 
ican be met.” The DAR Societies in the States where these?two schools are 


ocated now bear a major share of the responsibility ; they should receive more 


isupport from the National Society. 

| Every year for the past 3 years each member of this committee has been 
assigned an approved school to survey. Some of the members spent days at 
itheir respective assigned schools. Of course, each bore her own expenses. The 
jobject of the survey was very broad. It was not only to determine the physical 
condition of the plant and the nature and source of the student body, but also 
he type of staff and curriculum and, most important, the apparent educational 
policy of the institution. 

/ It should always be remembered that these schools bear the DAR stamp 
jof approval, which means that our Society must be considered a virtual 
‘sponsor of the principles which are being taught there. It is the consensus 
Sof this committee that the DAR should not put its stamp of BDDEOV A on any 
school whose educational policy it does not control. 

| There never was a time in the history of our country when our SL ODIA have 
ibeen in such grave danger. As an organization, we are fighting for the minds of 
our youths and we all should know that our schools are the channels through 
which subversive elements seek to undermine the American way of life. Many 
of us are familiar with the brainwashing that is taking place. 

| At this time last year we did not feel that we had sufficient information to 
iwarrant any recommendation. Since then, as the result of additional research 
jand consideration, the survey committee has reached some very definite con- 
clusions. 

| Although there are now 13 schools on the approved list, only 2 of these, 
/Tamassee and Kate Duncan Smith, are DAR schools. However, even these 
lare not truly DAR schools because they. are dependent.upon the ‘State and 
lcounty to pay the major portion of the teachers’ salaries. Hence the schools 
jare subject to outside policy -direction. If, instead of spreading our aid so 
thinly over 18 schools, we would concentrate our. activity on our own 2 schools 
fwe could formulate a constructive, long-range program for development and 
imaintenance...

|An educator once said: “Only superior institutions are better than poor homes.” 
| In 1957 we gave more than $123,000 to all approved schools other than Ta- 
imassee and Kate Duncan Smith, and in 1958 that amount was increased to 
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more than $124,000. If these amounts had been divided between our two DAB 
schools it is believed that far more benefit in accordance with DAR principle 
would have been achieved. You will recall that the National Society itsel 
has for some time contributed only $2,000 annually to each school. We al 
know what inflation has done to the dollar, and that $2,000 does mie go near, 
so far as it once did. a 
Accordingly, it is the recommendation of the survey conmnalttiol that th 
National Society confine its aid to the two DAR» schools—Tamassee and Kat 
Duncan Smith. Of course, if individuals or State societies care to aid othe 
schools, that is their privilege. But, as a National Society project, it wo 
seem wise to concentrate our activity where it will do the most good and t 
subject to some measure of our supervision. f 
We have a wonderful opportunity and challenge to make of our own .tw 
schools outstanding examples of the best in American education; they ca 
thus become living memorials to the ideals and standards of the DAR.

laid the foundation for our national greatness. 

Our splendor as a nation will be gone when we have forgotten the ideal that 
made our Nation unique in human history: the ideal of liberty under limite 
government. 

You know as well as I do, that we are rapidly sliding away from that ideal—if, 
indeed, we are not being pushed away from it. 

You who have watched the Supreme Court and the Congress and the Presi 
dency in recent years, know there is no longer any basic limting restraints upon 
our Government—except the restraint of majority opinion. If Government 
propaganda can persuade the majority to accept something, no matter how crazy, 
how unprincipled, how socialistic or destructive of human freedom it may be 
then Government can do it. 

If I had to select one single statement that best represents the battle cry of 
the American Revolution, I would, without hesitation, lift a line from that ho 
headed Henry of Virginia: ‘‘Give me liberty or give me death.” 

Is that the spirit of America which official propagandists try to depict today? 
What kind of picture of America can you get today by listening to a Voice of 
America broadcast, or by looking at one of our State Department’s exhibits at 
an international fair? Why, America is a nation of plump, pink people devoted 
to the fat and easy life. 

You, in the DAR, particularly, who have been subjected to the smart-alec 
sniping of petty people who don’t have the brains to recognize greatness, much 
less respect it, know that it is no longer fashionable or in good taste for an 
American to be filled with love for his country. 

Do you sometimes feel, as I do, an overwhelming desire to cry out, “In God’s 
name, what are these fools doing to my country? Why have they abandoned the 
high ideals of the American Revolution, and adopted those of the French 
Revolution ?” 

Oh, the slogan of the French Revolution had ‘Liberte’ in it—but it was a 
borrowed word, borrowed from America where it had wrought miracles. It 
didn’t have the same meaning in France; in France, if liberte meant anything 
at all, it meant uncontrolled license for whoever happened to be on top. 

The real battle ery of the French Revolution was “egalité et fraternité’”— 
equality and brotherhood; and the remembered symbol of the French Revolu 
tion is the guillotine. 

In the French Revolution, any man with enough manhood in him to hold 
his head above the crowd had to have his head cut off, because the French 
Revolution, like its ultimate progeny the Communist revolution, was a leveling- 
down thing, built on hate of individual superiority. 

Force everybody into equality and brotherhood; then the lazy and incompeten 
will not feel envious and inferior, because the very desire for individual personé 
accomplishment will become a national sin. 

The French Revolution for collective equality and brotherhood ended in 
Napoleon’s dictatorship and a bloodbath for Europe. 

The American Revolution was a movement inspired by great men who were 
individuals standing above the commonality of individuals, not because of their 
lands or their names, but because of their superiority as individuals—their man- 
hood and their ideals. They were followed voluntarily by individuals who ad 
mired their superiority and wanted, not to pull down the great men, but merely 
to be free so that their own sons might climb that high, if they had it in them 
to climb. 

The American Revolution for individual liberty under God, succeeded and 
produced the brightest beacon of hope that human eyes had ever beheld. 

And then, the whole world watching us with admiration and with gratitude 
for what America had proven—we struck the colors of Patrick Henry and 
Samuel Adams, and hoisted those of Mirabeau: we abandoned liberty for equal- 
ity and brotherhood. '

AMERICAN INDIANS

legal wards of the U.S. Government; and 

Whereas the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, is ever 
mindful of the problems of minority groups, and believes that only ‘through 
education can the Indians advance their own welfare; 

Resolved, That the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, 
petition the U.S. Government and the State governments to expand the existing 
} health and educational programs, to the end that the American Indian may 
exercise the full rights of citizenship. 
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CONGRESSIONAL CONTROL OF SPENDING 


Whereas our freedom is dependent upon the financial solvency of this Nation, 
and inflation is an increasing threat which, if unchecked, will lead to national 
bankruptcy, and Federal spending must be curtailed, in order to balance the 
budget and reduce taxes ; and 

Whereas additional foreign aid appropriations are unjustified as has been 
revealed by past and recent disclosures, and foreign spending, creating demands 
for increased domestic spending, is, therefore, one of the chief causes of high 
taxes, inflation, and attendant financial evils; and 

‘Whereas Congress has lost control over spending programs now lodged in 
the executive branch bureaucracy ; 

Resolved, That the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, 
urge the Congress of the United States to endorse legislation to check inflation, 
curtail spending, balance the budget, reduce taxes, curtail foreign aid, and 
enable Congress to recover its supervision over spending programs. 


CULTURAL EXCHANGE PROGRAMS WITH IRON CURTAIN COUNTRIES : 

Whereas the Federal Bureau of Investigation, the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee, and the Senate Internal Security Subcommitte have presented 
conclusive evidence that all Soviet missions to capitalist countries, whether 
diplomatic, scientific, economic, educational, or cultural, include members of 
the Communist secret police ; and 

Whereas in complete disregard of these and other warnings, the United States, 
on January 27, 1958, signed an agreement with Communist Russia for the ex- 
change of representatives in these fields; 

Resolved, That the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, 
express its opposition to this so-called “‘cultural exchange’ program which has 
as its underlying purpose the softening of Americans toward communism by 
attempting to disguise this menace under the cloak of respectability. 


DEFENSE OF QUEMOY, MATSU, AND BERLIN 


Whereas the Government of the United States of America, in coming to the aid 
of our ally, the Republic of China, has assumed its full responsibility to the free 
world in its defense of Quemoy and Matsu, and has given hope to the enslaved 
people of the Chinese mainland by this courageous demonstration; 

Resolved, That the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, 
urge our Government to continue its strong support of the defense of Quemoy 
and Matsu, and to regard this defense as of equal importance with that of Berlin, 
and, further, that this Society commend President Eisenhower and Hon. John 
Foster Dulles for the strong stand they have taken in the defense of Quemoy, 
Matsu, and Berlin. 

DOUBLE JEOPARDY 


Whereas a recent decision of the Supreme Court of the United States upheld 
an Illinois court conviction of an individual who had previously been acquitted 
in a Federal court, on the grounds that the limitations imposed by the double 
jeopardy clause of the Constitution of the United States are not binding on | 
the States; and a 

Whereas, having once been acquitted of a criminal offense, a defendant should 
be entitled to the protection of the fifth amendment of the Constitution, which 
provides that no person shall be “twice put in jeopardy of life or limb” for the 
same offense ; 

Resolved, That the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, 
urge the Congress of the United States to take proper measures to restore to 
the people the full protection of the double jeopardy clause provided by the “itt 
amendment. 


FEDERAL AID TO EDUCATION 


_ Whereas educational philosophy helps to shape the destinies of nations and 
to prepare the foundations of the society of the future; and 

Whereas surveys have shown that the real needs in education are not financial 
in character and do not stem from the lack of financing on State and local levels | 
or from lack of Federal aid to education, such as grants-in-aid to schools, to — 
States for educational TV channels, to libraries, and Federal scholarships, as _ 
already proposed to Congress; and | 
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| Whereas the real need in education - is a renewed emphasis upon the moral, 
spiritual, and constitutional values which made this country great, and upon 
the intellectual disciplines necessary to produce an enlightened, responsible, 
and loyal citizenry; . 

| Resolved, That the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, 
bppose Federal aid to education, and express its faith in the ability of the State 
and local governments to know and meet their needs. without Federal assistance. 


FEDERAL CONTROL OF URBAN RENEWAL 


| Whereas urban renewal, authorized in the National Housing Act of 1949, has 
een enlarged in scope by subsequent amendments; and 

|} Whereas urban renewal, which is described as a. program of slum clearance, 
is, in reality, a federally financed program of city planning necessitating Federal 
tontrol; and 

| Whereas urban renewal violates the ancient right of eminent domain by per- 
Mmitting property to be condemned without a jury finding of public necessity, con- 
trary to the Constitution of the United States; and 

} Whereas the Federal Government, by providing two-thirds of the cost of these 
projects, is adding an excessive burden to an already unbalanced national budget, 
at the expense of every taxpayer; 

| Resolved, That the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, 
oppose Federal financing of urban renewal as an unnecessary increase in Federal 
spending, with its accompanying centralization of Federal power over our cities, 
and its violation of private property rights. 


FREEDOM TO FARM 


' Whereas Federal agriculture laws require’ acreage allotments, marketing 
quotas, subsidies, loans, price supports, and soil bank payments and exact penal- 
ities for noncompliance with bureaucratic dictates; and 

' Whereas these laws are in violation of the traditional rights of American 
iffarmers to plant and harvest as they choose on their own land, excessive fines 
lare being imposed despite the provisions of the eighth amendment to the Consti- 
itution, a free and enterprising agricultural system is being destroyed, and the 
liberties of the American people threatened ; 

| Resolved, That the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, 
icommend and encourage independent farmers in their fight to recover their just 
rights through the courts of the United States of America. 


IMMIGRATION AND NATIONALITY ACT (McCarRAN-WALTER ACT) 


Whereas the Immigration and Nationality Act is the first line of defense 
which protects this Nation from Communist infiltration ; and 

Whereas, since its enactment in 1952, this act has been the principal legisla- 
itive target of the Communists, and its basic provisions have been circumvented 
repeatedly by special enactments and interpretations; and | 
- Whereas, the national origins quota principle has been supported for over 30 
years by members of both political parties, and controlled immigration protects 
our national economy ; 

Resolved, That the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, 
reaffirm its support of the Immigration and Nationality Act, and urge that this 
vital protective legislation be preserved intact, that it be effectively enforced, 
and that the present policy of bypassing it with issuance of special visas be 
stopped ; 

ee A That Hon. Francis E. Walter be commended for his valuable and 
courageous service and for his important part in the writing of this law. 


INTERNAL SECURITY 


Whereas the Federal Bureau of Investigation, the House Un-American Activ- 
ities Committee, and the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee have rendered 
outstanding service to the American people by exposing Communist infiltration 
into the various spheres of national life ; and 

' Whereas the emasculation of all Government security programs is an essen- 
tial part of the Communist conspiracy ; 
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Resolved, That the National Society, Daughters of the American Revolution, 
recommend a more comprehensive loyalty program for all areas of Goy 
ernment service, with particular emphasis on positions having a necessary 
relationship to national security ; 

Resolved, That we again express our confidence in the integrity and effective 
ness of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, the House Un-American Activities 
Committee, and the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee under the able 
leadership of Hon. J. Edgar Hoover, Congressman Francis E. Walter, and Ser 
ator James O. Eastland. 

“METRO” 


Whereas one of the serious problems facing the United States today is ¢ 
well-organized, concerted effort, evident in many parts of the Nation, to pra 
mote and establish metropolitan area government, otherwise known as “Metro” 
and . 

Whereas under “Metro” the basic power resides in a regional manager, usu- 
ally appointed for a long period of years and having effective control over 
administrative appointments and the budget; and 

Whereas this is an encroachment upon the constitutionally guaranteed rights 
of citizens to direct government through the ballot, otherwise by “We, the 
people”; and 

Whereas a logical result of this long-range, well-designed plan, starting at the 
local level, is the ultimate estabishment of a totalitarian world government;

REPORT OF THE NATIONAL SOCIETY, CHILDREN OF THE AMERICAN 
REVOLUTION 


The work of the Children of the American Revolution has been handled in 
an efficient manner by the senior national president, Mrs. John W. Finger, ané 
the national president, Mr. Kemker. This is the first year of a 2-year term 
for Mrs. Finger. The national president serves for a 1-year term. 

The national project for the year is aid for St. Mary’s School for Indian 
girls, located at Springfield, S. Dak.. Approximately $2,700 will be used to 
purchase kitchen equipment and scientific laboratory equipment. Local and 
State societies assisted by purchasing. additional. laboratory equipment, teacher's 
desks, or supplying scholarships. 
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“Leadership” is the theme for the year. It is our aim to guide our young 
people into interested, informed, patriotic leadership. ‘Courage, Action, Re- 
sponsibility” is the slogan of the Children of the American Revolution. 

New, this year, by order of the senior national board are: The national com- 
mittee on American literature, training of color guards under the correct use of 
the flag committee, an award to the Air Force Academy, inclusion of an ora- 
torical contest under the historian’s program, and subcommittees of all-States 
chorus and band under the American music committee. 

Patriotic Education Week, October 19-25, 1958, was established by the National. 
Society, Children of the American Revolution, to show the value of American 
liberty by emphasizing our freedoms of speech, worship, press, and the right 
of assembly. There were pageants, window displays, press articles, and radio 
and television programs. Local societies, numbering 238 from 88 States, par- 
‘ticipated in the programs. Governors from 26 States and hundreds of mayors 
and commissioners signed formal proclamations or statements. The National 
Society, CAR, has sponsored a joint resolution introduced in Congress as 
follows: 

“Designating the 7-day period beginning on the third Monday in October of 
each year as ‘Patriotic Education Week.’ 

“Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, That the 7-day period beginning on the third 
Monday in October of each year is hereby designated as ‘Patriotic Education 
| Week’. The President is authorized and requested to issue annually a proclama- 
} tion inviting the people of the United States to observe such week in schools and 
| other suitable places with appropriate ceremonies and activities.” 

The 64th national convention was held April 24-26, 1959, at the Mayflower 
Hotel, Washington, D.C. On Friday afternoon, April 24, a tour of Washington 
was made in chartered buses, visiting the White House, the Capitol, and the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. A ceremony honoring the late Mrs. Larz. 
Anderson, past senior national vice president, CAR, was held at Anderson House, 
the headquarters of the Society of the Cincinnati. 

The national committees arranged exhibits with colorful pictures, posters, 
i slides, and models of the work acomplished the past year. The exhibits were 
i displayed in the State room of the Mayflower Hotel. Friday evening in the State 
room the CAR band gave a short concert prior to the official opening of the 64th 
annual national convention. Mrs. Finger called to order the first session of the 
}convention and presented the national president, who presided. The order of 
i business was the reports of the national committee chairmen and the awarding 
of prizes: This was followed by a reception by the New York State Society, 
honoring Mrs. Finger. 

A concert by the orchestra of the U.S. Navy Band, Chief Musician Jerome 
} Rosenthal conducting, preceded the Saturday morning session in the grand ball- 
}room of the Mayflower Hotel. Reports of national officers and senior officers 
were given by the national officers. An event of the morning session was the 
| presentation of the Alaska State Society delegation. The new State Society was 
} instituted by the senior national president; the State officers were installed. 
| Reports were given by regional vice presidents and State presidents. Election of 
| national officers was held. The Capt. David Hawley Society of Connecticut was. 
| named the outstanding society ; Old Cannon Ball Society of Virginia was runnerup. 
| Cups were presented to these societies. 

The dinner-dance in the ballroom of the Mayflower Hotel on Saturday evening 
| featured the famous Ice-Parade. The CAR oration tie-winners, Suzanne Clowry, 
of Connecticut, and Lacy Hunt, of Texas, tossed a coin to see who would give the 
oration at the dinner, and Lacy Hunt won the opportunity. The subject was 
| “What CAR Means to Me.” The retiring national president, Mr. Kemker, pre- 
| sented a very beautiful Mardi Gras pageant at the close of the dinner. Lovely 
| costumes had been brought from New Orleans for the occasion, and new and 
retiring national officers each had a part in the pageant. Following the dance, 
| the Louisiana State Society was host at a party honoring Mr. Kemker. 
| Sunday services were held at the National Cathedral, followed by a wreath- 
‘| laying at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldiers in Arlington Cemetery. Wreaths 
| were placed at the tombs of George and Martha Washington in Mount Vernon. 
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The national officers, State presidents, senior national officers, and senior State 
presidents, including the newly elected national president, Linda Tompkins Lang Ze, 
were installed near the CAR tree at Mount Vernon. 

The ceremony at the Tomb of the Unknown Revolutionary Soldier in the 
grounds of the Old Presbyterian Meeting House in Alexandria, Va., closed 
64th annual convention. on
